I.  CURRENT  OPERATIONS 


A.  Public  Contact 


Visitors i  Each  Sunday  throughout  the  month  there  were 
a  few  visitors  from  the  local  communities  principally  from 
nearby  towns  in  Montana. 

On  February  11  there  were  about  700  visitors  who  came 
because  of  the  advertised  Montana  Day,  Some  game  for  skiing 
but  most  of  them  came  to  see  elk,  buffalo,  and  other  animals. 
At  that  time  we  had  two  telescopes  mounted  on  the  road  over- 
looking the  country  around  Hell  Roaring  in  order  that  the  peo- 
ple would  be  sure  to  see  elk.  There  were  2J5  people  stopped 
to  enjoy  the  view  of  several  large  bands  of  elk  which  could 
just  barely  be  discerned  with  the  naked  eye  but  many  people 
would  not  have  seen  them  had  it  not  been  for  the  telescopes. 

Lectures i     Two  lecture  trips  were  carried  out  during  the 
month  of  February.  The  first  was  by  Assistant  Naturalist 
Condon  and  extended  from  February  1  to  the  15th  and  was  in 
the  Snake  River  Valley  of  Idaho.  During  this  period  Mr.  Con- 
don made  3h  talks  to  a  total  attendance  of  13a186  people. 
This  included  school  ohildren,  civic  clubs,  rod  and  gun  clubs, 
and  Ricks  College  Leadership  program  where  Mr.  Condon  appeared 
on  the  6th,  7th,  and  8th  of  February. 

Assistant  Naturalist  William  E.  Kearns  started  out  on  the 
19th  of  February  and  returned  on  the  first  of  March.  This 
trip  extended  through  the  Big  Horn  Basin  of  Wyoming  and  also 
inoluded  four  days  in  Casper.  He  gave  a  total  of  37  talks 
with  showing  of  movies  and  stills  to  a  total  number  of  10,225 
people. 

Park  Naturalist  Bauer  spoke  to  a  group  of  people  on 
February  10  at  8:00  p.m.  in  the  Mammoth  canteen.  Most  of 
these  people  were  visitors  who  had  come  to  see  the  wildlife 
for  Montana  Day.  There  were  68  in  the  group.  Colored  movies 
were  shown. 
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B,  Ranger  Naturalists: 

There  were  only  two  -vacancies  to  fill  this  season  as 
the  remainder  of  the  positions  were  filled  by  men  who  have 
served  satisfactorily  in  past  seasons*  The  selections  for 
the  Ranger  Naturalist  positions  were  sent  in  to  the  Washing- 
ton Office  on  Monday  February  5«  This  earlier  date  for 
sending  in  the  selections  for  Ranger  Naturalists  is  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  wishes  of  the  men  themselves  and  in  line 
with  the  suggestion  of  the  Director  made  last  year  in  a 
memorandum  signed  by  Acting  Chief  of  Operations,  J.  R.  White, 

II.  PERMANENT  PROJECTS: 

A.  Administration 

The  Naturalist  Department  was  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Park  Naturalist,  C.  Max  Bauer,  throughout  the  month. 

Numerous  details  v/ere  taken  care  of  for  the  preparations 
for  the  coming  travel  season.  Our  chief  concern  during  the 
month  was  to  carry  on  the  darkroom  work  and  complete  our  nega- 
tive files  so  far  %s   possible,  to  organize  and  put  in  good  con- 
dition the  lantern  slides  and  kodaslides,  to  file  clippings 
which  had  not  been  filed  for  sometime,  do  some  editorial  work 
on  the  Ranger  Naturalist  manuals,  and  the  preparation  of  the 
January-February  Nature  Notes. 

In  addition  to  the  lecture  trip  Mr.  Condon  made  one  trip 
for  pictures  of  the  ERA.  roadside  improvement  on  the  road  be- 
tween Mammoth  and  Gardiner.  Mr,  Condon  also  serves  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Survey  in  Yellowstone  and  was  on  duty  dur- 
ing the  afternoons  of  February  19,  27,  and  28.  Other  routine 
and  incidental  duties  involves  supervision  of  the  work  of  the 
two  CCC  boys  and  three  ERA  girls. 

Assistant  Naturalist  Kearns  wrote  an  article  on  the  mater- 
ials found  in  the  Montana  State  Historical  Society  files  for 
Yellowstone  Nature  Notes.  He  also  carried  on  supervision  of 
the  darkroom  and  the  other  ERA.  and  CCC  employees  in  the  museum 
basement  during  the  part  of  the  month  when  he  was  present  at 
Mammoth.  On  February  [j.  he  conducted  the  ski  game  stalk  for  2I4. 
people  in  the  vicinity  of  Tower  Falls,  Elk  and  coyote  were 
seen  along  this  trip. 
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Two  telescopes,  one  a  20-power,  Bausch  and  Lomb,  the  other  a  12- 
power  Battery  Commander  were  set  up  along  the  road  overlooking 
Hell  Roaring  region*  235  visitors  stopped  to  see  the  elk  through 
these  telescopes.

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The  ski  game  stallc  ■'was  begun  in  January  at  the  sugges- 
tion of  Mr.  Emmert  and  the  park  Naturalist  and  has  been  given 
three  different  times  -  once  in  January  and  twice  in  February. 
Eaoh  time  2I4,  or  25  people  have  taken  the  trip  and  have  ex- 
pressed much  satisfaction  in  being  able  to  ski  in  this  manner 
to  see  game,  However,  the  last  stalk  given  no  elk  were  seen 
while  on  the  trip. 

B.  Nature  Motes: 

A  copy  was  edited  for  Nature  Notes  and  stencilled  during 
the  first  few  days  of  the  month  but  owing  to  the  fact  that 
the  Government  supply  of  paper  was  temporarily  exhausted  it 
was  necessary  to  wait  until  after  the  close  of  the  month  to 
mail  out  the  edition.

CURRENT  OPERATIONS 


A*  Public  Contaot 


Visitors:  Duo  to  the  mild  winter  and  small  amount  of 
snow  during  March  the  road  was  open  continuously  from  the  North 
Gate  through  Mammoth  Hot  Springs  to  Tower  Jails  and  up  to  Cooke 
City.  Each  week  end  a  few  cars  came  in  for  skiing  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  Tower  Falls  and  on  the  slopes  of  Mt.  Washburn. 

On  March  15  the  road  was  open  through  to  West  Yellowstone 
and  has  been  open  for  travel  from  the  North  Entrance  through 
Norris,  Madison  Junction,  and  to  West  Yellowstone  since  that 
time.  On  March  2I4.  nearly  1500  people  came  into  the  Park  to 
attend  the  Easter  Sunrise  Song  Service  which  was  held  on  the 
Mammoth  terraces.  An  electric  orgatron  was  rented  from  the 
Barber  Music  House  of  Great  Palls  for  this  occasion.  The  day 
was  sunny  and  bright  and  the  services  were  considered  very  success- 
ful. 

Lectures;  The  park  Naturalist  gave  an  illustrated  leoture 
for  the  Rocky  Mountain  Sportsmen's  Club  in  Butte,  Montana  on 
March  %     There  were  about  550  people  present  including  the 
Lieutenant  Governor,  Mr.  Adair. 

On  March  20  the  ark  Naturalist  gave  a  talk  on  Conserva- 
tion to  the  Yellowstone  Women' s  Club.  28  were  present  at  this 
meeting.  This  vas  illustrated  by  both  kodachrome  slides  and 
kodachrome  movies. 

B.  Ranger  Naturalists 1 

Appointments  were  received  for  20  Ranger  Naturalists  by 
the  8th  of  March  and  all  of  the  men  have  been  notified  of 
their  appointments  and  advised  to  make  preparation  for  the 
coming  season. 
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II,     PERMANENT  PROJECTS: 

A.  Administration 

The  Naturalist  Department  was  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Park  Naturalist,  C.  Max  Bauer,  throughout  the  month. 

Numerous  conferences  were  held  with  Mr.  Emmert  and  Mr. 
LaNoue,  and  a  Department  Head  meeting  was  held  on  March  18 
discussing  the  Preliminary  Estimates  for  19l\2   and  appropria- 
tions for  19kl,   also  budgeting  of  accounts  from  now  until 
July  1. 

Assistant  Natraulist  David  Condon  has  been  on  leave  since 
the  morning  of  March  16  and  Assistant  Naturalist  K earns  has 
been  on  leave  since  the  morning  of  March  27 •  Both  of  these 
men  carried  on  their  usual  work  up  to  the  time  they  went  on 
leave. 

The  Park  Naturalist  has  taken  care  of  considerable  cor- 
respondence during  the  month  and  has  reviewed  a  geological 
paper  on  the  Southern  Margin  of  the  Absaroka  Range  in  Montana 
and  Tflyoming  by  J.  D.  Love,  which  paper  contained  considerable 
geologioal  information  relating  to  Yellowstone  Park.  He  also 
submitted  a  paper  to  the  Journal  of  Geology  discussing  the 
same  subject  and  attempting  to  point  out  the  errors  of  Mr. 
Love^  report. 

He  has  also  reviewed  a  manuscript  copy  of  "The  Early  His- 
tory of  Yellowstone  National  Park"  by  W.  Turrentine  Jackson. 
This  latter  paper,  a  bound  copy  of  which  has  been  deposited  in 
the  Yellowstone  Library,  contains  the  most  complete  historical 
account  of  Yellowstone  park  region  from  1800  to  1872  that  is  in 
existence  at  the  present  time.  It  contains  many  references  to 
source  material  as  well  as  secondary  material. 

Park  Naturalist  Bauer  has  also  read  the  Journals  of  Rudolph 
Frederich  Kurz  at  odd  moments  and  supervised  the  work  of  the 
ERA.  and  the  work  on  Place  Names  which  is  being  carried  on  in  the 
museum*

I.  Thermal  Activity: 

• 

Observations  of  the  Norris  Geyser  Basin  during  March  indi- 
cate that  the  activity  is  much  greater  now  than  it  usually  is 
during  the  summer. 

The  impression  that  most  visitors  get  from  the  hot  springs 
and  geysers  at  this  time  of  the  year  varies  considerably. 
Usually  the  report  is  that  they  are  not  as  beautiful  as  they 
are  in  the  summer  because  there  is  so  much  steam  that  obscures 
the  view  of  the  geyser  itself. 

J»  Personnel: 

The  Park  Naturalist,  C.  Max  Bauer,  was  on  duty  all  month 
except  March  2$   and  26  during  which  days  he  was  on  annual 
leave. 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  William  E.  Kearns  vjas  on  duty 
all  month  except  the  last  four  days  of  the  month,  when  he  was 
on  annual  leave.

ADDENDUM  FOR  THE  MONTHLY  REPORT  OF  THE  NATURALIST  DEPARTMENT 
Yellowstone  Park    March  191+0 


We  received  the  memorandum  of  Dr.  Russell,  Supervisor  of  Research 
and  Information,  requesting  that  a  section  of  the  Monthly  Report  be  de- 
voted to  projects  planned  for  the  ensuing  month  but  did  not  have  it  in 
time  to  incorporate  this  paragraph  in  our  regular  monthly  report.  How- 
ever, it  will  be  added  to  it. 

During  the  month  of  April  we  plan  first  to  issue  another  number  of 
Yellowstone  Nature  Notes.  This  will  require  about  a  day  for  editorial 
work,  about  two  days  for  illustrations,  another  day  for  stencilling  and 
putting  it  into  shape  for  mimeographing.  Since  both  Assistant  Naturalists 
are  away  at  this  time,  the  work  will  be  done  by  the  Park  Naturalist  and 
the  Clerk  Stenographer.  The  issue  is  mailed  out  to  about  i+75  addresses 
at  the  present  time. 

The  Park  Naturalist  will  spend  considerable  time  at  the  Ranger  Con- 
ference on  Fire  Prevention  and  Suppression  which  will  last  from  April 
8  to  April  20.  Assistant  Naturalist  Condon  will  be  back  at  that  time 
and  is  scheduled  to  give  a  course  in  first  aid  for  the  rangers  and  other 
officials  attending  this  conference  and  will  require  about  three  hours 
each  afternoon  for  10  days.  Mr.  Condon  is  well  prepared  to  carry  on 
this  worko 

The  present  job  of  completing  our  card  file  on  Place  Names  of  Yel- 
lowstone Park  is  just  about  finished.  It  now  includes  over  1900  names, 
many  of  which  are  obsolete  but  are  included  so  that  reference  can  be 
made  to  the  correct  name.  This  card  file  contains  references  to  the 
earliest  printed  record  of  names  and  every  name  has  a  reference  except 
a  very  few. 

The  ERA  photographic  project  is  being  continued  and  consists  of 
making  prints  for  the  files  that  have  been  lost,  getting  out  routine  ma- 
terial for  the  Departments  and  also  looking  for  new  material  for  pub- 
licity and  slides. 

Plans  for  opening  the  museums  and  getting  paths  through  the  snow 
and  quarters  for  the  Ranger  Naturalists  will  be  made.  Also  several  mem- 
oranda will  be  issued  to  Ranger  Naturalists  for  their  instructions  during 
the  coming  month. 

In  addition  to  the  above  we  are  planning  our  putting  our  kodaslide 
collection  in  as  good  condition  as  our  lantern  slides  so  that  every  koda- 
slide will  have  a  card  and  be  properly  indexed  and  plaoed  in  the  case* 
We  also  have  considerable  correspondence  to  take  care  of  each  month.

I.  CURRENT  OPERATIONS 


A*  Public  Contact 


Visitors t  Due  to  the  fact  that  the  roads  were  open  from 
the  North  gate  through  Mammoth  Hot  Springs,  Norris,  Madison 
Junction,  and  to  West  Yellowstone  there  has  been  some  travel 
in  the  Park  during  the  month  most  of  which  has  been  local. 
A  few  cars  probably  12  to  15yhave  been  noted  which  are  from 
states  at  some  distance.   **</'/ 

On  April  20  Professor  George  Kelker  brought  a  party  of 
16  students  of  wildlife  into  the  Park  and  spent  three  days 
here  having  the  assistance  of  the  Naturalist  Department  in 
their  study  of  wildlife.  Mr.  Condon  mz  with  them  one  whole 
day  and  parts  of  others* 

Lectures  t     During  his  vacation  Mr.  Condon  gave  5  lectures 
to  a  total  of  372  people  in  the  vicinity  of  Provo,  Utah.

II.  PERMANENT  PROJECTS: 

A«  Admini  strat ion 

The  Naturalist  Department  ms  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Park  Naturalist,  C.  Max  Bauer,  throughout  the  month© 

The  fire  school  and  conference  put  on  by  the  Ranger  De- 
partment and  Foresters  of  the  National  Park  Service  began  on 
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April  8  and  extended  to  April  20.  This  was  largely  for  the 
rangers  but  certain  sessions  were  attended  by  the  park  Natura- 
list and  by  the  Assistant  Park  Naturalists.  Other  conferences 
were  held  for  the  Department  heads  on  safety  and  budgeting  the 
funds  for  the  remainder  of  the  Fiscal  Year,

The  work  on  the  arranging  and  indexing  of  the  kodaslides 
is  being  carried  forward 

H.  Publicity  Clippings: 

Our  publicity  clippings  was  current  last  month,  but  no 
work  was  done  on  them  during  the  month  of  April. 

R.  Research; 

Several  trips  into  the  field  were  made  by  the  Park  Nat- 
uralist and  Assistant  Naturalist  Condon  to  observe  the  early 
migration  of  swan  and  to  study  the  volcanic  breccias  in  Soda 
Butte  Valley,  The  first  of  these  research  studies  has  been 
carried  on  by  Mr.  Condon  and  the  second  by  Dr.  Bauer  as  time 
permits • 

I.  Thermal  Activity: 

It  has  been  noted  by  several  observers  that  the  algal 
ooloring  of  the  hot  springs  at  Mammoth  and  in  other  places 
of  the  Park  becomes  more  vivid  during  the  spring  and  summer. 
While  the  algae  continues  to  grow  during  the  winter  the  long 
periods  of  cloudy  weather  do  not  seem  to  assist  in  giving  the 
variety  of  colors  which  are  evident  during  the  spring  and 
summer.  As  soon  as  the  longer  days  come  when  there  is  more 
sunlight  the  brighter  pinks  and  yellows  become  more  evident. 

Temporary  Ranger  Eugene  Young  observed  a  very  violent 
eruption  of  the  bottomless  pit  which  is  very  near  the  Chain 
Lakes  in  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin.  Several  years  ago  this  -was 
knows  to  erupt  a  number  of  times  during  the  tourist  season 
and  actually  washed  the  roadside  ditch  considerably  and  even 
the  approach  to  the  Firehole  bridge  at  this  place.   If  it 
continues  to  put  on  these  eruptions  it  may  do  some  damage  to 
the  road  again  as  it  floods  directly  towards  it. 

J#  Personnel; 

The  Park  Naturalist,  C.  Max  Eauer,  was  on  duty  all  month 
except  two  days  annual  leave  on  April9  and  10, 
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Assistant  Park  Naturalist  David  Condon  was  on  duty  all 
month  except  the  first  six  days  when  he  was  on  leave* 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  William  E*  Kearns  was  on  leave 
from  April  1  to  April  8  inclusive  when  he  returned  to  duty  on 
the  9*Wi  and.  then  took  leave  again  on  April  21  to  the  end  of  the 
month* 

Clerk  Stenographer,  LeRoy  Van  Cott,  was  on  duty  all  month 
except  from  April  26  to  the  29th  when  he  was  on  leave, 

ERA.  stenographers  May  Jane  Perry,  Phyllis  Mauritson,  and 
Margaret  Cornelius  were  on  duty  during  the  month  for  the  period 
assigned  to  them«  ERA.  darkroom  technicians  Elmer  Toffer  and 
Peyton  Moncure  were  on  duty  for  the  period  assigned  to  them* 
ERA.  artist  Walt  J,  Mead  was  on  duty  for  the  period  assigned  him. 

No  CCC  enrollee  has  "been  assigned  to  the  museum  this  month, 
Mike  Rakish  who  was  in  the  museum  for  about  a  month  was  taken 
for  a  leader  job  early  in  April* 

Clyde  Stewart,  employed  by  the  Yellowstone  Library  and  Mu- 
seum Association  on  the  compilation  of  a  card  file  on  Place 
Names  completed  his  work  on  the  6th  of  April* 


PROPOSED  OUTLINE  OF  WORK  TO  BE  DONE  IN  MAY* 

The  Tri-State  Yellowstone  Civic  Club  has  promoted  travel 
for  May  I4.  and  5  into  Yellowstone  Park  and  since  the  North  Entrance, 
West  Entrance,  East  Entrance,  and  South  Entrance  will  be  open 
it  is  expected  that  if  the  weather  is  reasonably  good  we  will 
have  two  or  three  thousand  people  in  the  Park  on  those  days* 
The  Governors  of  Wyoming,  Idaho,  and  Montana  will  probably  be 
present  at  a  picnic  lunch  at  Old  Faithful  on  the  J?th  of  May, 
hence  the  permanent  naturalist  staff  will  be  on  hand  and  the 
museum  desk  will  be  open  on  that  day* 

It  is  planned  to  bring  on  one  Ranger  Naturalist  on  May  11 
and  probably  another  about  the  18th  of  May  mainly  to  assist  in 
protection  work  and  to  answer  questions  in  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin 
where  most  of  the  early  travel  is  concentrated 

The  permanent  naturalists  will  have  the  job  of  shovelling 
out  several  of  the  museums  and  preparing  the  quarters  and  so 
forth  for  the  opening  of  the  season  which  will  come  early  in  June. 
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Tents  will  be  used  at  Tower  Falls  and  West  Thumb  for  Ranger 
Naturalists  again  this  season  but  small  cabins  have  been  donated 
to  the  Park  Service  by  the  Lodge  Conpany  for  use  at  Mammoth, 
Tower  Falls,  and  Lake  so  that  considerable  time  will  have  to  be 
spent  in  getting  these  quarters  ready  for  the  season. 

Park  Naturalist  Bauer  plans  to  continue  getting  kodaslides 
of  early  spring  flowers  and  to  study  the  volcanic  breccia  as  time 
and  weather  permits. 

Assistant  Naturalist  Kearns  will  doubtless  be  busy  on  the  pre- 
liminary plans  for  exhibits  at  the  Madison  Junction  Museum* 

Assistant  Naturalist  Condon  will  spend  two  or  three  days  each 
aveek  in  the  observation  of  swans  and  their  ecological  relationships.

I.   CURRENT  OPERATIONS 


A.  Publio  Contaot 


Visitors:  The  total  visitors  to  the  Park  up  to  the 
end  oi"  May  "was  $1%  above  last  year*  In  order  to  assist 
in  patrolling  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin  and  in  giving  in- 
formation to  the  publio  Ranger  Naturalist  George  Marler 
was  placed  on  duty  on  May  13.  Ranger  Naturalist  Bernarr 
Bates  was  signed  up  on  May  21+.  These  men  contacted  a 
large  number  of  visitors  especially  on  week  ends.  The 
report  is  included  herewith. 

Lectures  1  Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Kearns  gave  a 
lecture  on  May  13  on  0Your  Responsibilities  and  Opportuni- 
ties in  Yellowstone  National  Park"  to  OCC  Company  5hh» 
168  were  present.  Ee  also  gave  the  commencement  address 
to  the  graduates  of  the  local  school  on  May  23*  65  were 
present* 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  David  Condon  lectured  to 
Camp  535  on  May  10  with  an  attendance  of  170  persons. 
The  Gardiner  High  School  was  taken  on  a  hike  over  the 
Mammoth  Hot  Springs  Terraces.  27  were  in  attendance.  A 
lecture  on  Yellowstone  Park  to  the  Yellowstone  Park  Company 
employees  at  Old  Faithful  was  p;iven  on  May  9»  There  were 
lll7  in  attendance.

B.  Ranger  Naturalists: 

The  two  ranger  naturalists  were  brought  on  to  the 
work  as  indicated  above  and  memoranda  weri*  sent  out  on 
the  preseason  activities  and  also  on  the  station  assign- 
ments for  this  coming  season* 

II,  PERMaNENT  PROJECTS: 

A.  Administration 

The  Naturalist  Department  was  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Park  Naturalist  C.  Max  Bauer  throughout  the  month. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  Naturalists  at  Mammoth, 
Tower  Falls,  Canyon,  Fishing  Bridge,  and  West  Thumb  have 
been  living  in  tents.  The  situation  had  become  rather 
bad  and  because  of  the  need  for  better  sanitation  and 
better  quarters  we  have  made  arrangements  this  month  to 
place  two-room  cabins  for  the  naturalists  at  Mammoth, 
Canyon,  and  Fishing  Bridge.  These  cabins  were  secured 
from  the  Yellowstone  Park  Company  and  were  removed  from 
the  lodge  at  Mammoth  Hot  Springs  and  placed  in  suitable 
locations  to  give  naturalist  quarters  for  the  above  men- 
tioned places.  The  Park  Naturalist  spent  some  time  in 
planning  the  looations  and  the  placing  of  cabins  and 
getting  them  prepared  for  the  coming  season. 

The  supervision  of  the  opening  of  the  various  mu- 
seums was  carried  on  and  the  details  were  turned  over  to 
Assistant  Naturalist  Condon. 

Assistant  Naturalist  Kearns  spent  most  of  the  month 
in  completing  plans  for  the  revision  of  the  Madison  Junc- 
tion liluseum.  He  is  also  in  charge  of  sales  publications 
and  the  photographic  dark  room.  He  made  field  trips  to 
the  various  points  indicated  below  as  follows:

At  the  call  of  the  President,  Mr.  T.  Paul  Wilcox, 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Yellowstone  Library  and 
Museum  Association  had  a  speoial  meeting  on  May  9  at 
10:00  a.m.  All  members  of  the  Board  were  present  in- 
cluding the  Chairman,  T.  Paul  Wilcox,  Superintendent 
Rogers,  Messrs.  Haynes,  Emmert,  Kearns,  Joffee,  Flint, 
and  Dr.  Bauer.  Mr.  David  Condon  was  invited  to  be  present 
as  a  visitor.  The  meeting  consisted  of  a  general  report 
of  the  Association  during  the  winter  and  plans  for  the 
development  of  a  Fellowship  to  promote  research  in  Yellow- 
stone Park.  Mr.  Kearns  took  notes  on  the  meeting  and  pre- 
pared the  minutes  for  the  Secretary* s  book.

I,  Thermal  Activity 

It  was  decided  this  past  year  that  the  monthly  report 
would  carry  only  those  unusual  things  that  might  occur 
in  the  various  thermal  basins  of  the  Park*  Since  there 
are  no  unusual  things  to  report  in  connection  with  the 
geysers  and  hot  springs  this  part  of  the  report  will  be 
rather  short. 

However,  it  is  to  be  noted  that  a  number  of  small 
earthquake  shocks  were  felt  at  Old  Faithful,,  The  most 
pronounced  of  these  occurred  on  Friday,  May  17  during 
which  time  six  small  shocks  beginning  at  lj.*30  a,m,  and 
continuing  until  2: 10  p.m.,  were  observed,  EFo  effect  on 
the  geysers  was  noted, 

R#  Research: 

Assistant  Naturalist  Kearns  continued  the  checking 
of  historical  data  on  the  Madison  Junction  historical  mu- 
seum.

Some  work  on  the  space  requirements  for  the  proposed 
Headquarters  Museum  at  Mammoth  Hot  Springs  has  been  done 
and  will  be  carried  on  until  preliminary  plans  are  made* 

Assistant  Naturalist  Condon  made  12  field  trips  into 
the  Park,  each  time  some  opportunity  was  presented  to  make 
some  observations  on  swan*  To  date  only  four  nesting  pairs 
have  been  located* 

A  large  flook  of  northern  Phalarope  were  observed  by 
Mr*  Condon  on  Beach  Springs  Lagoon  and  moving  pictures 
were  taken  of  them*  This  is  a  rather  unusual  item  as 
Northern  Phalarope  are  not  supposed  to  migrate  in  large 
flocks.  It  was  estimated  that  more  than  500  birds  were 
in  this  flock* 

A  four-page  article  discussing  the  geology  of  the 
Southern  Margin  of  the  Absaroka  Mountains  from  a  paper 
written  by  John  David  Love  and  published  by  the  Geological 
Society  of  America  appeared  in  the  May -June  issue  of  the 
Journal  of  Geology*  This  discussion  was  prepared  by  Park 
Naturalist  Bauer  to  clarify  and  correct  some  of  the  errors 
in  Love's  paper*  It  deals  with  some  important  events  in 
the  geologic  history  in  the  Middle  Rocky  Mountains  and  has 
a  bearing  upon  the  geologic  history  of  Yellowstone  Park*

PROPOSED  OUTLINE  OF  WORK  TO  BE  DONE  IN  JUNE: 

The  month  of  June  will  be  a  busy  one  because  of  the  entrance 
on  duty  of  many  of  the  Ranger  Naturalists,  the  opening  of  the  mu- 
seums, and  starting  of  the  summer  programs. 

We  are  now  planning  the  pre-season  activities  which  is  in 
reality  a  training  school  for  the  ranger  naturalists  and  temporary 
rangers.  This  will  begin  on  June  13  and  close  on  the  evening  of 
June  15»  During  these  three  days  the  men  are  taken  on  a  grand 
loop  trip  and  the  various  phases  of  their  work  are  discussed  so 
thegt  they  become  familiar  with  the  Park  and  the  work  expected  of 
them  at  the  same  time.  Each  one  of  the  permanent  staff  including 
several  of  the  Assistant  Chief  Rangers  have  certain  subjects  as- 
signed to  them  for  discussion  and  exposition. 

The  cabins  which  are  now  placed  for  the  ranger  naturalists 
will  have  to  be  repaired  and  stoves,  beds,  tables,  chairs,  and 
other  equipment  placed  therein  so  that  they  will  be  available  for 
the  inooming  men. 

We  have  authorizations  for  two  more  ranger  naturalists  after 
the  first  of  July  so  that  during  July  and  August  of  this  year  we 
will  have  22  ranger  naturalists.

PERMAJJENT  PROJECTS: 

A*  Admini  s trat ion : 

The  Naturalist  Department  -was  under  the  supervision  of 
Park  Naturalist  Bauer  throughout  the  month* 

The  pre-season  activities  which  include  a  three-day 
school  on  Yellowstone  Park  features  was  attended  by  13 
ranger  naturalists,  3  permanent  naturalists,  18  temporary 
rangers,  and  l±  assistant  ohief  rangers  and  the  chief  ranger. 
The  direction  and  management  of  this  pre-season  school  was 
under  the  Park  Naturalist  who  was  assisted  by  the  Assistant 
Park  Naturalists  Kearns  and  Condon. 

Preparation  for  opening  the  museums  and  starting  the 
program  of  summer  activities  occupied  a  great  deal  of  the 
month. 

Mr.  Kearns  carried  on  the  supervision  of  the  dark  room 
operations  and  the  preparation  of  developing  and  printing 
pictures.  He  also  began  actively  the  supervision  of  sales 
publications  which  are  handled  on  the  information  desks. 
During  the  latter  part  of  the  month  he  spent  10-1/2  days  de- 
signing and  repairing  I4.  large  glass  exhibit  cases  in  the 
Pishing  Bridge  Museum. 

During  the  month  Assistant  Naturalist  Condon  repaired 
the  projectors  for  the  outside  amphitheatres,  did  some  work 
on  the  classification  and  filing  of  kodaslides,  supervised 
the  filing  of  news  clippings,  and  did  general  office  routine. 
He  also  had  charge  of  the  property  for  the  Department  which 
included  the  preparation  of  quarters  for  the  Ranger  Naturalists.

B.  Nature  Notes

I*  Thermal  Activity: 

The  only  unusual  occurrence  during  the  month  is  that 
Giant  Geyser  has  erupted  only  once  so  far  as  our  information 
goes  whereas  last  year  it  erupted  at  intervals  of  7  to  15 
days  throughout  the  summer. 

Activity  in  the  other  basis  is  very  much  the  same  as 
usual. 

R.  Research: 

Assistant  Naturalist  Kearns  has  prepared  a  report  on 
the  revision  of  the  exhibits  in  the  Madison  Junction  His- 
torical Museum,  This  report  has  been  reviewed  by  the  Park 
Naturalist  and  has  been  submitted  to  the  Superintendent. 

Through  a  grant  from  the  Geological  Society  of  America, 
we  will  have  this  summer  six  young  men  working  on  the  geology 
of  "mixed  rooks"  in  the  western  part  of  Yellowstone  Park. 
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The  leader  of  the  p  arty  is  Dr.  Ray  Wilcox  who  was  in  the 
Park  last  summer  and  mapped  in  detail  the  area  described  by 
Dr.  C.  N.  Fenner  in  1933»  Dr.  Wilcox  has  an  ingenious  idea 
or  hypothesis  regarding  the  formation  of  "mixed  rocks,"  He 
is  of  the  opinion  that  the  basalt  and  rhyolite  came  together 
while  still  hot  and  therefore  has  dontained  suff ioient  energy 
to  cause  a  mutual  digestion  of  the  contact  material  so  that 
in  Yellowstone  Park  we  have  several  areas  of  rock  whioh  show 
an  intermixture  of  basalt  and  rhyolite*  Chemically,  these 
rocks  extend  all  the  way  from  true  rhyolite  to  the  very  basic 
end  of  the  series. 

The  study  of  these  relations  in  the  field  and  the  mapping 
of  extent  of  these  mixed  rock  areas  is  the  problem  which  Dr. 
Wilcox  has  set  for  himself.  We  are  giving  him  suoh  council 
and  support  as  we  are  able.

PROPOSED  OUTLINE  OF  Y70RK  FOR  JULY 

All  the  permanent  naturalists  as  well  as  the  ranger  naturalists 
will  be  busy  during  Jxxlj  with  the  activities  -which  are  carried  on 
for  the  benefit  of  the  public.  Practically  all  the  men  are  scheduled 
up  from  6-1/2  to  7"l/2  hours  each  day  and  in  addition  they  have  pre- 
paration work  each  day  which  amounts  to  approximately  an  hour. 

When  each  Banger  Naturalist  comes  on  duty  he  is  assigned  a  lieu 
day  for  Sunday  and  so  far  as  possible  he  is  given  this  day  off  each- 
week  by  another  man  who  is  on  relief  duty.  The  permanent  naturalists, 
Kearns  and  Condon,  also  serve  three  days  each  week  on  relief  duty* 

During  the  month  of  July  we  esrpect  to  add  two  more  ranger  nat- 
uralists making  a  total  of  22  for  Yellowstone  Park*  The  positions 
have  been  authorized  and  a  request  that  the  positions  be  set  up  has 
been  sent  to  the  Washington  office*  One  of  these  men  will  be  as- 
signed largelly  to  public  contact  and  patrol  work  in  the  Upper  Geyser 
Gasin  whereas  the  other  will  be  a  public  contact  man  on  Mount  Wash- 
burn and  will  assist  in  fire  lookout  duties  at  this  station. 

Many  special  parties  are  expected  during  the  month  of  July  and 
most  of  these  are  handled  by  contacting  the  leaders  as  soon  as  they 
arrived  in  the  Park.  After  giving  them  some  general  directions  as 
the  best  possible  way  to  make  use  of  their  time  while  here  they  are 
advised  to  call  at  the  museums  and  contact  the  other  naturalists  on 
their  trip  around  the  loop  so  that  they  will  be  taken  care  of  along 
with  other  parties  on  the  regular  schedule.  Occasionally,  however, 
special  parties  cannot  spend  the  time  or  cannot  fit  into  the  regular 
schedule  of  activities  in  which  case  one  of  the  permanent  men  or  a 
ranger  naturalist  who  has  a  few  hours  to  spare  is  assigned  to  such 
parties  in  order  to  assist  them  in  every  way  possible.

ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  NATURALIST  DEPARTMENT 


The  following  report  contains  a  summary  of  activities  of  the 
Naturalist  Staff  in  Yellowstone  National  Park  for  the  fiscal  year 
July  1,  1939  to  June  30,  I9I4O. 

At  the  close  of  the  fisoal  year  the  staff  consisted  of*

William  E«  Kearns    Assistant  Park  Naturalist 
David  De  Lancey  Condon  Asst.  Park  Naturalist 
LeRoy  Van  Cott      Clerk  Stenographer 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fisoal  year  Mr,  Frank  Oberhansley 
had  been  notified  of  his  transfer  to  Sequoia  National  Park.  He 
left  Yellowstone  on  July  2  and  Mr.  Condon  took  over  the  duties 
of  Assistant  Park  Naturalist  on  July  5« 

The  summer  staff  of  ranger  naturalists  consisted  of  20  ranger 
naturalists  and  three  museum  caretakers  for  the  1939  season  and  in 
June  I9I4O   there  were  four  museum  caretakers*  One  was  assigned  to 
relieving  the  others  on  their  lieu  day  and  other  tasks  connected 
with  janitorial  work. 

No  changes  in  the  general  program  of  the  naturalist  work  were 
made  during  the  year  although  the  season  of  I9I4.O  showed  considerable 
increase  in  numbers  of  people  attending  museums  and  other  activities,

The  hours  at  each  one  of  these  museums  which  remained  open 
each  day  during  the  travel  season  are  as  follows:

Headquarters  Museum  at  Mammoth  8:00  a.m.  to  8:00  p.m. 

Fishing  Bridge  Museum  8:00  a.m.  to  8:00  p.m. 

Norris  Muweam  3:00  a.m.  to  3t00   p.m. 

Madison  Junction  Museum  8:00  a.m.  to  5»00  p.m. 

A  ranger  naturalist  is  kept  on  duty  at  the  information  desk  in 
each  one  of  the  museums  during  the  open  hours. 

Through  the  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association  books 
and  maps  relating  to  Yellowstone  Park  which  have  been  approved  by 
the  National  Park  Service  are  sold  to  the  visiting  public.  This 
service  adds  materially  to  the  educational  value  of  the  museums 
and  the  naturalist  service. 

During  the  beginning  of  the  year  six  outdoor  amphitheatres 
were  used  and  during  the  19^0  season  seven  outdoor  amphitheatres 
were  used  and  one  evening  program  was  held  in  the  lodge  at  Camp 
Roosevelt  each  evening.  During  July  and  August  of  1939  a  nature 
talk  was  given  each  evening  in  the  Lake  Hotel  lounge  for  six  days 
each  week.  The  amphitheatre  at  Madison  Junction  and  the  one  at 
West  Thumb  did  not  have  electricity  during  the  last  fiscal  year 
and  therefore  the  lectures  were  not  illustrated.  In  addition  to 
the  camp  fire  programs  described  above  two  lectures  were  given  each 
night  at  the  Grizzly  Bear  Grounds  on  Otter  Creek  by  a  ranger  nat- 
uralist. These  lectures  consisted  of  giving  facts  on  the  grizzly 
and  black  bear  species  and  were  usually  about  20  minutes  long  each. 
The  seating  capacity  at  the  grizzly  bear  grounds  is  approximately 
1100  people  and  it  is  not  uncommon  to  have  this  filled  twice  each 
evening. 

Other  activities  of  the  Naturalist  Department  although  not  at- 
tended in  such  large  numbers  were  well  received  by  those  who  took 
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part  in  the  activities.  These  consisted  of  morning  nature  -walks  at 
each  one  of  the  principal  points  on  the  grand  loop,  also  guided 
auto  caravans,  game  stalks,  and  museums  talks.  At  Norris  and  Madi- 
son and  West  Thumb  and  ranger  naturalists  have  arranged  their  daily- 
program  so  that  museum  talks  are  given  -when  the  bus  parties  arrive* 

Nature  Notes  -was  published  every  two  months  throughout  the  year, 
six  issues  being  run. 

Some  equipment  -was  purchased  throughout  the  year,  the  most  im- 
portant of  -which  -was  projection  screens  for  Fishing  Bridge,  TTest 
Thumb,  and  Canyon  amphitheatres. 

This  last  fiscal  year  we  had  an  ERA.  project  devoted  to  photo- 
graphic -work.  This  work  consisted  of  revising  our  negatives  and 
print  files,  developing  films  for  the  other  departments,  enlarging 
pictures  for  publicity  use,  and  preparing  prints  of  the  films  sub- 
mitted for  the  regular  file  as  well  as  for  publicity  purposes. 
Considerable  work  was  also  done  on  the  lantern  slides  and  koda- 
slides.  These  files  were  revised  largely  by  the  permanent  members 
of  the  staff  although  some  help  was  given  by  ERA.  in  labelling  and 
filing. 

Research  during  the  summer  of  1939  'was  carried  on  by  a  number 
of  individuals  connected  with  universities  and  other  institutions 
of  higher  learning.  One  party  headed  by  Ray  Wilcox  studied  the  basalt* 
rhyolite  contact  on  the  Gardiner  River  and  prepared  a  report  for  pub- 
lication. This  same  party  has  returned  in  191+0  and  for  a  time  con- 
sisted of  6  men  and  is  now  carrying  on  with  l\.  men  headed  by  Dr.  Wilcox, 
Their  studies  extend  to  the  areas  of  "mixed  rocks"  particularly  on 
the  shores  of  Grizzly  Lake,  Some  airplane  photographs  have  been 
taken  and  considerable  field  mapping  has  been  done  to  determine  the 
relationships  of  these  lava  sheets. 

The  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association  has  sponsored  a 
project  to  revise  the  pamphlet  on  "Fossil  Forests  of  Yellowstone." 
This  will  include  a  study  of  the  fossil  leaves  and  petrified  trees 
of  the  north  side  of  the  Park  with  some  attention  being  given  to  the 
problem  of  petrifaction  as  illustrated  i  n  the  silicified  plant  re- 
mains which  are  found  in  the  geyser  basins.  This  project  will  be 
carried  on  during  this  coming  year  by  Dr.  Charles  B.  Read  of  the 
National  Museum  in  collaboration  with  the  Yellowstone  Library  and  Mu- 
seum Association, 

A  continuation  of  the  study  of  the  life  habits  of  Trumpeter  Smn 
is  being  carried  on  by  Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Condon  who  is  also 
making  numerous  observations  on  other  forms  of  wildlife  and  doing 
photographic  work. 
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Assistant  Park  Naturalist  William  E.  Kearns  prepared  a  report 
on  a  "Suggested  Plan  for  the  Revision  of  the  Madison  Junction  His- 
torical Museum."  This  -was  submitted  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

The  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association  has  been  active 
throughout  the  year  sponsoring  the  photographic  project  carried  on 
by  the  ERA  and  supplying  some  of  the  materials  for  this  work. 

Also  the  Association  has  made  a  study  of  the  proposition  of 
sponsoring  a  research  "Fellow"  who  could  be  assigned  speoial  problems 
in  the  Park  and  carry  on  much  needed  research. 

Although  the  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association  has  not 
published  any  items  during  the  year,  from  November  30,  1939  to  April 
6,  19i|0  it  employed  Mr.  Clyde  Stewart  to  prepare  a  card  file  of 
"Place  Names  in  Yellowstone  Park"  listing  both  the  names  in  use  at 
the  present  time  and  those  whioh  have  been  discarded  for  one  reason 
or  another  but  appear  in  the  literature  of  the  Park.  Each  card  shows 
in  addition  to  the  name  itself  the  official  name  where  approved  by 
the  United  States  Board  on  Geographic  Names,  references  to  the  lit- 
erature and  other  interesting  information.  2260  names  have  been 
listed. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  several  CCC  enrollees  were 
assigned  to  museum  work  but  since  the  first  of  April  none  have  been 
used  on  this  kind  of  work  beoause  of  the  difficulty  in  obtaining 
anyone  that  would  remain  long  enough  to  be  trained  and  thereby  able 
to  carry  on  any  project.

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II.  PERMANENT  PROJECTS: 

A.  Administration; 

Park  Naturalist  Bauer  -was  in  charge  of  the  Naturalist  De- 
partment during  the  entire  inonth.  His  work  consisted  mainly 
of  a  number  of  inspection  trips  to  supervise  the  -work  of  the 
ranger  naturalists  and  taking  care  of  correspondence  in  the 
office  and  routine  work. 

Assistant  Naturalist  "tfillian  E.  Kearns  and  Assistant 
Naturalist  David  Condon  spent  three  days  of  each  week  on 
relief  schedule,  permitting  ranger  naturalists  at  Mammoth 
and  Tower  Falls  to  have  their  usual  day  off  each  week. 
Two  other  days  were  scheduled  for  each  one  of  these  men 
for  office  work  and  the  other  two  days  of  the  week  were 
scheduled  for  field  work, 

Mr*  Kearns  spent  an  average  of  2-1/2  days  each  week 
on  the  handling  of  sales  publications  and  accounts.  As 
time  permitted  which  amounted  to  several  days  for  the  month, 
Mr.  Kearns  did  developing  and  printing  of  special  jobs  of 
film. 

During  the  month  Assistant  Naturalist  Condon  took  10 
field  trips  for  the  purpose  of  making  swan  and  other  wild- 
life observations.  He  also  continued  the  work  of  checking 
property  and  seeing  to  it  that  the  ranger  naturalists  were 
properly  set  up  in  their  quarters.

Some 
of  the  mountains  in  this  region  are  exceedingly  steep  and 
rugged  and  since  they  are  composed  of  breccia  are  hazardous 
to  climb.

During  the  last  eight  days  of  the  month  the  count 
showed  that  h$^hh  people  visited  the  lookout*  From  now 
on  regular  talks  will  be  given  by  our  ranger  naturalist  on 
Mount  Washburn  on  Forest  Protection,  including  the  problems 
of  fire  prevention,  fire  detection,  and  fire  suppression. 
Problems  connected  with  the  wilderness  area  of  Yellowstone, 
also  geographic  and  geologic,  will  be  given  which  will 
assist  the  visitor  in  becoming  better  orientated  and  in 
having  a  better  understanding  of  the  forest  problems  of 
this  great  area.  It  has  been  found  that  this  point  is 
especially  good  for  public  contact  work  since  nearly  every 
person  who  goes  to  the  top  of  this  mountain  not  only  en- 
joys the  thrill  of  it  but  has  several  very  important  ques- 
tions to  ask.

PROPOSED  OUTLINE  OF  WORK  FOR  AUGUST 

On  July  30  we  received  word  that  two  new  ranger  naturalist  po- 
sitions were  set  up  for  Yellowstone.  We,  therefore,  expect  to  ret 
these  two  men  on  duty  early  in  August  so  as  to  relieve  congestion  of 
work  among  the  other  men* 

The  regular  routine  of  carrying  on  the  daily  aotivities  at 
each  point  consisting  of  public  contact  keeps  all  of  the  ranger 
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naturalists  very  busy  this  season  as  the  July  report  shows  that 
■we  have  made  over  200,000  contacts  more  this  year  than  for  the 
same  month  last  year.  This  is  somewhat  of  an  increase  even  when 
it  is  considered  that  the  increase  in  visitors  at  this  time  is 
only  7*Q%  above  last  year# 

Dr,  Charles  B.  Read,  paloobotanist  from  the  Smithsonian  In- 
stitute is  expected  to  arrive  on  August  5  s-nd  will  carry  on  during 
the  month  of  August  in  collecting  plant  remains  from  Specimen 
Ridge  and  Lamar  Valley  country  in  order  to  revise  our  list  of 
fossil  plants  and  trees  and  prepare  a  bulletin  on  the  Fossil 
Forests  of  Yellowstone  to  take  the  place  of  the  one  prepared  so 
many  years  ago  by  Dr.  F,  II.  Knowlton,  This  work  is  made  possible 
by  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  and  the  contribution  of 
$150#00  for  field  expenses  by  the  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum 
Association, 

Further  research  on  the  tape  worm  of  fish  and  bears  is  being 
undertaken  by  Dr,  John  V»r,  Scott,  Professor  of  Zoology  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  "Wyoming  with  the  cooperation  of  the  national  Park  Ser- 
vice*

A,  Adminis  trat  ion 

The  Naturalist  Department  was  under  the  supervision 
throughout  the  month  of  Park  Naturalist  C.  Max  Bauer, 
Numerous  trips  into  the  Park  were  made  to  inspect  the 
activities  of  the  ranger  naturalists  and  supervise  their 
programs • 

Conferences  were  held  with  the  Superintendent  and 
Assistant  Superintendent  and  also  with  the  parties  con- 
ducting fcesearch  in  the  ""ark.  Several  conferences  were 
held  with  Ray  Wilcox  who  was  in  charge  of  a  party  mapping 
some  of  the  Basalt  flows  in  Gardners  Hole.  Also  sev- 
eral conferences  were  held  with  Dr.  Charles  B.  Read  who 
was  studying  the  fossil  plants  of  the  Specimen  Ridge  and 
Gallatin  areas* 

Assistant  Naturalist  Kearns  was  on  duty  until  August 
15»  On  August  13  he  checked  over  the  supply  of  hooks  of 
the  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association  to  Mr, 
Condon.  Mr.  Kearns  turned  in  his  written  resignation  on 
August  6  to  become  effective  at  the  close  of  duty  on 
August  15» 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  David  Condon  was  busy  through- 
out the  month  with  supervision  and  relief  duty  until  the 
middle  of  the  month,  and  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
month  he  had  charge  of  sales  publications  also.  He  had 
eight  field  trips  during  the  month,  two  of  i»hich  were  in 
connection  with  the  study  of  trumpeter  swans  and  three 
dealing  with  the  handling  of  sales  publications.  He  also 
made  a  trip  to  the  Mirror  Plateau  for  fire  suppression. 

In  addition  to  Mr.  Condon's  work  on  fire  suppression, 
which  extended  from  August  15  to  August  18  inclusive, 
Ranger  Naturalist  Replogle  was  on  fire  suppression  duty 
from  August  3i+  to  August  27  inclusive.

H,  Publicity  Clippings; 

Numerous  publicity  clippings  were  received  but  none 
of  them  filed  during  the  month, 

I,  Thermal  Activity: 

One  of  the  most  colorful  springs  in  the  Mammoth  Hot 
Springs  area  is  Opal  Terrac*  immediately  behind  the  tennis 
court  on  the  level  of  the  parade  ground.  However,  this  is 
spreading  rapidly  toward  the  tennis  tfourt  and  it  seems  that 
it  will  be  necessary  before  long  to  remove  the  court  or  the 
spring  will  spread  over  it. 

Activity  in  the  Norris  Geyser  Basin  is  much  the  same 
as  usual,  Valentine  Geyser  erupted  three  times  during  the 
month  in  daylight  although  it  may  have  erupted  other  times 
when  it  was  not  recorded. 

Geyser  activity  in  the  upper  basin  -was  a  little  bit 
more  pronounced  than  during  July.  Lone  Star,  Grand,  River- 
side, Daisy,  and  Old  Faithful  and  many  times  the  Great 
Fountain  Geysers  were  so  regular  that  visitors  could  be 
advised  in  advance  and  thereby  many  people  saw  the  erup- 
tions of  these  geysers.

R,  Research; 

Some  observations  were  made  of  trumpeter  swan  during 
the  month*  Perhaps  one  of  the  most  interesting  was  made 
on  August  2  by  Mr,  Qondon  when  he  noted  one  of  the  adults 
in  Grebe  Lake  flap  its  wings  and  throwing  off  hundreds  of 
feathers.  It  seems  that  this  was  about  the  climax  of  the 
moulting  period  for  this  swan  and  when  it  had  finished 
flapping  its  wings  it  had  no  primaries  left. 

Ho  census  was  taken  in  August  of  trumpeter  swan  bo- 
cause  of  the  large  amount  of  fire  suppression  work  going 
on* 

As  stated  earlier,  the  Park  Naturalist  had  several 
conferences  with  the  parties  doing  researoh  work  in  the 
Park  during  August,  Dr,  Charles  B,  Read  came  the  first  of 
the  month  and  remained  until  the  23rd  and  was  assisted  by 
H,  W.  Ervin,  and  for  the  first  week  by  Dr,  R,  W,  Brown  and 
his  assistant,  C,  E,  Staudte,  Prom  the  data  obtained,  these 
men  will  probably  prepare  a  technical  bulletin  for  the 
United  States  Geological  Survey  which  will  replace  the  one 
prepared  by  Dr.  F,  H,  Knowlton  years  ago.  Furthermore,  Dr, 
Read  will  prepare  a  popular  account  of  the  petrified  trees 
of  the  Speoimen  Ridge  area  which  may  probably  be  published 
for  sale  either  by  the  National  Park  Service  or  the  Yellow- 
stone Library  and  Museum  Association, 

An  exhibit  of  fossil  forests  and  fossil  plants  it  to 
be  prepared  by  Dr.  Read  for  installation  in  the  Mammoth  Mu- 
seum, This  exhibit  is  to  be  used  in  a  wall  case  about 
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1+*  x  51  an(i  will  illustrate  the  story  by  samples,  photo- 
graphs, and  thin  sections.  It  is  also  planned  that  Park 
Naturalist  Bauer  and  Dr,  Read  will  prepare  a  paper  on  the 
petrifaction  of  wood. 

The  other  party  doing  geological  research  under  Dr, 
Ray  Wilcox  lias  included  Robert  Gates,  Dan  Turner,  Ted  Town- 
send,  and  two  other  young  ytudents  from  Wisconsin  through 
most  of  the  month.  They  have  mapped  in  dome  detail  an  area 
about  10  miles  square  in  Gardner's  Hole,  have  determined 
the  origin  of  some  of  the  flows  of  basalt,  and  altogether 
state  that  they  have  found  at  least  six  cinder  cones  which 
have  been  definite  sources  of  some  of  the  material.  One  of 
these  is  Observation  Peak,  another  is  located  on  the  flank 
of  Horse  Shoe  Hill,  Further  details  will  be  given  on  this 
matter  when  their  paper  is  prepared  for  publication  .

However,  since 
there  will  only  be  two  men  at  a  station  after  September  3*  it 
is  probable  that  the  activities  will  consist  of  keeping  the  mu- 
seums open  and  clean,  information  desk  duty,  and  camp  fire  pro- 
grams each  night  at  8:00  p.m.  at  Mammoth,  Old  Faithful,  and 
Fishing  Bridge. 

Assistant  Naturalist  Condon  who  is  in  charge  of  property 
for  the  Naturalist  Department  will  check  out  the  ranger  nat- 
uralists as  they  leave  and  return  property  to  the  commissary 
and  take  care  of  such  other  property  as  must  be  locked  up  or 
removed  from  the  present  location.  In  this  work  he  will  be  as- 
sisted by  one  of  the  janitors  until  September  12  after  which 
all  of  the  work  will  be  done  by  Mr.  Condon  with  the  assistance 
of  one  of  the  ranger  naturalists. 

The  Park  Naturalist  plans  to  supervise  the  closing  of  all 
the  museums  and  checking  out  of  the  museum  ranger  naturalists. 
He  also  hopes  to  check  some  of  the  field  work  of  the  research 
parties  who  have  been  here  this  summer.  In  addition  to  this  he 
will  prepare  a  report  on  the  activities  of  the  Yellowstone  Li- 
brary and  Museum  Association  for  the  lest  year  and  hopes  to  start 
the  preparation  of  a  paper  on  "The  Origin  and  Development  of 
Geyser  Basins."

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*•  Thermal  Activity: 

No  unusual  thermal  activity  was  noted  at  the  Mammoth 
Hot  Springs  or  Norris  or  the  Lower  Geyser  Basins*  How- 
ever at  Old  Faithful  there  were  two  important  items  of 
interest  for  the  month  of  September, 

Although  Giant  Geyser  played  only  six  times  during 
the  past  five  months  it  erupted  on  the  night  of  September 
13  and  again  at  2:00  p.m.  on  the  18th,  making  a  I4.-I/2 
day  interval  which  is  the  shortest  interval  ever  recorded 
on  the  Giant  Geyser.  However,  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
18th  it  played  for  the  usual  l-l/2  hour  duration. 

District  Banger  Alcorn  reported  that  the  Giantess 
Geyser  became  active  at  8:30  p.m.  on  September  25  and 
played  until  the  following  morning.  This  is  the  first 
time  that  it  has  been  recorded  in  eruption  since  May  30, 
1938. 

The  Beehive  Geyserplayed  on  September  11  at  10:00 
p.m.  Other  activity  was  much  as  usual. 

It  might  be  stated  that  the  Grand  Geyser  was  in  action 
a  number  of  times  during  the  month  of  September  with  an 
interval  of  about  I4.O  hours.  The  longest  interval  for  the 
month  was  about  $6   hours  and  the  shortest  interval  noted 
for  the  season  was  13  hours. 

Another  interesting  thing  is  that  Riverside  Geyser 
has  been  checked  on  28  eruptions  with  an  average  interval 
of  9  hours  and  25  minutes.  This  geyser  can  be  predicted 
with  an  error  of  only  3%  which  indicates  that  it  is  a 
surprisingly  regular  geyser. 

R.  Research: 

The  Park  Naturalist  has  carried  on  some  research  in 
the  relation  of  solution  to  the  formation  of  geyser  basins. 
A  short  statement  on  this  will  appear  in  the  September- 
October  issue  of  Nature  Notes. 

He  has  also  prepared  a  list  of  names  which  after  con- 
sultation with  Superintendent  Rogers  and  Mr.  Jack  E. 
Haynes  will  be  presented  to  the  United  States  Board  on 
Geographic  Names  for  approval. 
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In  cooperation  -with  Dr.  Charles  B.  Read,  the  Park 
Naturalist  has  begun  a  study  of  the  petrifaction  of  -wood 
as  the  process  is  shown  in  the  silicious  hot  springs  of 
the  Park. 

The  Assistant  Park  Naturalist  is  carrying  on  obser- 
vations of  Trumpeter  Swan.

A,  Public  Contact 

Visitors:  Although  October  "was  a  fine  month  this 
year  the  travel  dropped  off  considerably  after  the  usual 
park  season*  No  special  visitors  are  reported  for  the 
month  of  October. 

Lectures:  No  special  lectures  were  given  during 
October. 

B.  Ranger  Naturalists: 

Only  one  ranger  naturalist  remained  into  October,  Mr. 
George  Marler,  -who  remained  on  duty  until  October  11th. 

The  personnel  record  of  the  ranger  naturalists  -was 
made  out  late  in  October  and  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Superintendent's  Office  and  to  the  Washington  Office. 

II.  PERMANENT  PROJECTS 

A.  Admini  s  trat  i  on 

Park  Naturalist  Bauer  was  on  duty  all  month  and  in 
charge  of  the  work  of  the  Naturalist  Department. 

Assistant  Naturalist  David  Condon  was  on  duty  until 
the  close  of  the  25th  and  assisted  in  handling  the  usual 
closing  up  of  museums,  taking  care  of  property  and  the 
quarters  occupied  by  ranger  naturalists  during  the  summer 
season. 
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Both  the  Park  Naturalist  and  the  Assistant  Park  Nat- 
uralist were  busy  a  great  deal  of  the  time  with  affairs 
of  the  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association.   The 
closing  up  of  the  book  sales  accounts  and  the  making  of 
the  Secretary's  report  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation occupied  several  days  each.   The  annual  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  the  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association 
was  called  for  two  o'clock  on  October  17  and  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  business  was  not  all  finished  in  that  meet- 
ing, postponement  to  10  o'clock  October  23  enabled  the 
Board  to  complete  a  rather  large  program  of  business. 

The  Park  Naturalist  made  a  number  of  field  trips  with 
Superintendent  Rogers  and  Mr.  Haynes  to  examine  areas 
rarely  or  ever  visited  and  to  gather  geographic  and  other 
data  for  the  Place  N  ames  project.

Several  days  were  also  devoted  by  the  Park  Naturalist 
and  Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Condon  in  selecting  kodaslides.

the  timber  paralleling  Sentinel  Creek  on  the  north. 
Hence  the  many  interesting  cones  referred  to  generally 
as  sentinels  were  very  attractive  to  the  visitors  be- 
cause they  were  separated  by  a  wide  expanse  of  grass 
land.  The  area  was  found  to  be  very  interesting.  To 
begin  with,  the  water  in  each  one  of  these  isolated 
cones  appeared  to  be  very  hot.  The  names  of  the  features 
present  in  the  area  are  Mound  Spring,  Steep  Cone,  Flat 
Cone,  Rosette  Geyser,  and  the  Queen* s  Laundry  or  Red 
Terrace.  All  of  these  are  rather  large  features  sep- 
arated as  stated  above  by  considerable  expanse  of  grass 
land  and  covering  an  area  of  about  1  mile  in  diameter. 

Another  area  visited  by  the  same  party  at  another 
time  was  on  Fairy  Creek  where  many  interesting  features 
inoluding  hot  springs  and  geysers  were  seen  and  also  a 
trip  to  the  top  of  the  Twin  Buttes  showed  that  these 
buttes  consisted  of  stratified  lake  deposits  and  con- 
solidated glacial  till.  Whether  any  of  the  lake  deposits 
may  be  Pleiocene  or  not  has  not  been  determined,  but 
that  the  tops  of  these  hills  are  covered  with  consoli- 
dated glacial  drift  is  substantiated  by  all  of  those 
who  visited  it. 

Other  thermal  activity  in  the  Park  was  about  as 
usual.  There  is  no  important  change  to  report. 

R.  Research: 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  David  Condon  spent  several 
days  in  the  field  with  Wildlife  Technician  Beard  and  has 
made  further  observations  on  Trumpeter  Swan. 

The  Park  Naturalist  spent  about  three  days  in  check- 
ing over  a  list  of  names  with  Mr.  Haynes  to  be  submitted 
to  the  United  States  Board  on  Geographic  Names  for  ap- 
proval. This  work  is  almost  an  endless  job  inasmuch  as 
it  involves  not  only  geographic  study  and  understanding 
but  historical  reading  is  necessary  in  order  to  get  the 
proper  understanding  and  get  the  correct  names  attached 
to  the  proper  features. 

The  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association  Board 
passed  a  resolution  to  set  up  a  research  Fellowship  which 
this  year  will  pay  in  the  amount  of  $250.00  and  will  be 
on  some  phase  of  the  history  of  Yellowstone  National  Park.

Assistant  park  Naturalist  David  Condon  -was  on  duty 
except  3  hours  on  the  23rd,  and  also  from  the  26th  on  to 
the  end  of  the  month  he  was  on  leave.

The  month  of  November  is  going  to  be  fairly  well  occupied  with 
the  Naturalist  Conference  to  be  held  in  Grand  Canyon  National  Park 
from  November  13  to  16  inclusive.  In  order  that  we  may  reach  the  con- 
ference it  will  be  necessary  to  leave  here  on  November  10  and  return 
on  the  20th,  It  may  actually  run  over  a  day  or  so.  A  paper  has  already 
been  prepared  by  Park  Naturalist  Bauer  on  The  Relationship  of  the  Nat- 
uralists with  the  Operators,  Their  Employees,  and  Programs  with  an  addi- 
tional statement  on  The  Activities  of  the  Naturalists  Outside  of  their 
Respective  Park  Areas.  Another  paper  has  been  prepared  by  Assistant 
Park  Naturalist  David  Condon  on  Game  Stalks  in  the  National  Parks. 

The  rest  of  the  month  of  November  will  be  devoted  to  routine  mat- 
ters mire  or  less.  There  is  always  a  great  deal  of  correspondence  to 
handle  at  this  time  of  year  and  the  preparation  for  the  winter  program 
of  research  and  study  will  be  carried  on.

II.  PERMANENT  PROJECTS 

A.  Administration 

Park  N  aturalist  C.  Max  Bauer  was  on  duty  in  the  Park  un- 
til November  9  a"t  whioh  time  he  left  to  attend  the  Naturalist 
Conference  at  Grand  Canyon  National  Park.  Following  the 
conference  he  remained  on  annual  leave  for  the  rest  of  the 
month. 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  David  Condon  was  on  annual 
leave  until  November  11  at  which  time  he  returned  to  duty, 
going  to  the  Naturalist  Conference  at  Grand  Canyon.  He  left 
Grand  Canyon  on  the  17th  and  returned  to  Yellowstone  on  No- 
vember 20  where  he  was  on  duty  the  remainder  of  the  month. 
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Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Albert  E.  Long  reported  for 
duty  on  the  morning  of  November  25  and  has  been  actively 
engaged  on  duty  since  that  date.

Much  time  has  been  devoted  during  the  month  by 
Assistant  Park  Naturalists  Long  and  Condon  to  the  pre- 
paration of  a  museum  prospectus  for  a  new  headquarters 
museum  at  Mammoth.  The  prospectus,  with  all  justifi- 
cations for  desired  facilities  and  space  requirements, 
was  finished  on  the  27th  and  copies  were  submitted  to 
the  Region  II  and  Vsashington  Offices.

To  date  about  50  per  cent  of  our  last  years  ranger- 
naturalists  have  submitted  applications  for  employment 
during  the  coming  season  and  we  expect  the  majority  of 
these  men  to  return  to  active  duty  this  summer.  Many 
applications  for  naturalist  positions  are  being  received. 

No  ranger-naturalists  were  on  duty  during  the  month. 

400  interpretation 

420  Ifuseum  activities  and  exhibits 

All  museums  in  the  park  were  closed  during  December. 

421  Progress  of  exhibit  plans  and  projects 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Long  is  going  ahead  with 
plans  for  the  renovation  and  revision  of  case  exhibits 
in  the  Mammoth  Museum.  He  is  giving  special  attention 
to  the  Fungi  Case  in  the  Biology  Room  and  the  Early 
History  Cases  in  the  History  and  Sthnology  Room  at  present. 

Inspections  of  exhibits  at  Norris  Museum  and  Fishing 
Bridge  Museum  were  made  by  Assistant  Park  Naturalists  Long 
and  Condon  during  the  month. 

The  preparation  of  a  prospectus  on  the  proposed  new 
headquarters  museum  was  completed  during  the  month  and 
was  submitted  on  December  2?th  for  review  and  discussion 
to  the  Region  II  and  Washington  Offices.  This  project 
occupied  a  large  part  of  Assistant  Park  Naturalists  Long 
and  Condon's  time  for  the  month. 

430  Research  and  observation 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Condon  has  made  some  progress 
on  a  report  on  the  status  of  the  Trumpeter  Swan  in  Yellow- 
stone and  had  the  opportunity  to  observe  these  birds  at  the 
Lake  outlet  on  December  23rd  and  at  that  time  counted  only 
33  birds. 

An  observation  of  unusual  character  was  made  on  December 
5th  when  Assistant  Park  Naturalists  Condon  and  Long  watched 
and  chased  a  coyote  that  was  intent  upon  eating  another  coyote 
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Sunrise  on  Famraoth  Hot  S       Terraces  -  Ye 3      one    :  tonal 

photo  b 


that  had  been  mortally  wounded  by  a  buck  deer.  The  feast  was 
about  to  commence  when  Condon  and  Long  approached,  the 
coyote  picked  up  his  dead  buddy  and  carried  him  on  a  high 
run  up  a  steep  slope  for  a  distance  of  38  yards  where  he 
was  forced  to  drop  his  load  because  of  the  hot  pursuit  by 
the  men  and  the  fact  that  a  large  windfall  tree  obstructed 
his  passage.  The  dead  coyote  was  recovered  and  brought  to 
Mammoth.  It  weighed  1?  3/4  pounds  on  the  scales  at  the 
Storehouse.  Such  a  load,  it  seems,  would  be  too  much  for 
a  coyote  to  carry  through  the  deep  snow  but  not  so  in  this 
case. 

Of  pronounced  interest  is  the  fact  that  since  December 
24  the  hot  spring  activity  in  the  Blue  Spring  area  on  the 
Mammoth  Terraces  has  shifted  toward  the  front  of  these  ter- 
races and  at  present  there  is  a  large  volume  of  water  flowing 
down  over  the  front  of  the  Jupiter  Terrace.  This  is  the 
first  time  water  has  flooded  this  area  for  several  years.

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Condon  will  attend  the  Montana  State 
Wildlife  Federation  Conference  at  Helena  on  the  12th,  13th,  and  14th 
of  January,  in  company  with  Assistant  Chief  Ranger  Barrows,  at  the 
request  of  Yellowstone  administrative  officers.

000     General 

The  Naturalist  Department  was  occupied  throughout  the 
month  of  January  with  a  large  number  of  projects.  The  Master 
rlan  for  Yellowstone  park  occupied  several  days  of  study  and 
conferences.  Planning;  for  museums  at  Canyon  and  Tower  Junotion 
and  for  further  field  exhibits  at  fooal  points  has  been  carried 
one  step  further  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  plans  will  be  suf- 
ficiently mature  to  inolude  in  the  Master  Plan  by  spring. 

Some  cases  are  being  remodeled  in  the  Mammoth  Museum  at 
the  present  time.  The  Park  Naturalist  assisted  in  the  prepara- 
tion and  editing  of  a  two-fold  leaflet  for  the  Custer  Battle- 
field National  Cemetery,  prepared  an  article  for  the  Annual 
Edition  of  the  Casper  Tribune  and  edited  the  travel  laagazine 
of  the  Wyoming  Chamber  of  Commerce.  A  large  amount  of  corres- 
pondence was  also  handled  during  the  month. 

100  Administration 

110  Special  Activities,  conferences 

The  usual  monthly  conference  of  Department  Heads  was  held 
on  January  27  at  which  time  Master  Plans,  Safety  Methods,  and 
the  annual  budget  were  discussed. 

At  the  request  of  Acting  Superintendent  Emmert  a  program 
of  nature  study  was  begun  for  the  school  children  of  the  7th 
and  3th  grades.   It  is  planned  that  one  topic  will  be  taken  up 
each  week  during  a  two-hour  period  for  16  weeks  so  that  the 
local  school  children  will  become  familiar  with  the  nature  lore 
of  the  area  and  with  Yellowstone  National  park.

We  have  made  some  suggested  changes  of  the  preliminary 
plan  for  the  Canyon  museum  and  are  at  the  present  time  also 
planning  a  roadside  exhibit  for  the  Buffalo  Ranch.  Work  is 
also  progressing  on  other  museum  and  trails ide  exhibits*

On  this  day  over  2300  people  visited  the  north  side  of  the 
Park,  most  of  them  going  as  far  as  the  northeast  entrance  to 
see  game  and  enjoy  skiing.  In  order  that  buffalo  and  elk  could 
be  seen  in  the  Lamar  Valley  and  especially  that  they  could  be 
described  to  the  visitors  and  questions  answered  we  placed  two 
telescopes  on  a  low  mound  near  the  buffalo  ranch  and  on  this  day 
Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Long  contacted  680  people.  Many  of 
them  asked  questions  and  short  talks  were  given  explaining  the 
distribution  of  the  buffalo  and  the  elk  at  this  time  of  year. 
The  average  length  of  contact  was  about  three  minutes  per 
person.

During  March  the  continuation  of  work  on  the  Master 
Plan  nas  carried  out. 

A  new  proposed  definition  for  a  Sacred  Area  was  prepared 
by  the  Park  Haturalist.  It  was  felt  that  a  more  satisfactory 
definition  was  needed,  not  only  to  give  a  better  understanding 
fundamental  to  Master  Planning,  but  in  order  to  eliminate  and 
eradicate  certain  structures  and  developments  which  have 
crept  in  in  the  past.  A  clear  understanding  of  the  importance 
and  significance  of  a  Sacred  Area  in  a  Park  as  large  as  Yel- 
lowstone National  Park  is  fundamental  to  the  Master  Plan. 

Other  work  consisted  of  planning  for  the  coming  se&son 
and  improving  facilities  so  as  to  be  able  to  handle  the  work 
more  efficiently.

During  the  month  staff  meetings  were  held  of  Department 
Heads  on  March  3,  Maroh  11,  March  17,  Maroh  2I4.,  and  March  31« 
Particular  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  work  of  the  various 
Departments  dealing  with  the  Master  Plan. 

A  special  meeting  was  also  held  on  March  13  for  the 
purpose  of  explaining  in-Service  training  for  mechanics, 
rangers,  CCC  personnel  under  the  direction  and  leadership  of 
Mr.  Kenok  of  Missoula. 
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150  Master  plan  studies,  plan  and  project  review. 

As  already  noted,  the  Master  Plans  took  first  place 
in  the  work  of  the  month  and  all  of  the  Naturalist  staff

In  spite  of  the  plan  for  April  to  prepare  work  sohedules 
and  relief  schedules  most  of  the  month  was  devoted  to  a  pre- 
paration of  the  Place  Name  list  to  be  submitted  to  the  United 
States  Board  on  Geographical  Names, 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Condon  spent  several  weeks  in 
preparation  of  a  report  on  the  present  status  of  the  trumpeter 
swan  and  Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Long  spent  more  than  ten 
days  in  the  preparation  of  a  paper  on  the  development  of 
Yellowstone  Park  museums  and  plans  for  their  future. 

Some  planning  for  the  summer  season  of  course  was  done 
but  the  Ranger  Conference  which  came  the  last  week  in  the  month 
took  up  the  time  of  the  naturalists  as  well  since  it  is  im- 
portant that  the  naturalists  become  familiar  with  the  work  and 
development  of  the  Ranger  Department.

■work  in  Idaho  until  April  I4*  This  work  is  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Emergency  Conservation  Committee  of  the  National 
Audubon  Society.  Between  January  30  and  April  l±  Mr.  Marler 
gave  7^  lectures  in  highschools,  civic  clubs,  colleges,  and 
gun  clubs  in  Eastern  Idaho  to  a  total  attendance  of  2ij.,687» 
This  work  was  done  with  the  object  of  publicising  the  importance 
of  saving  Trumpeter  Swan  outside  of  Yellowstone  National  Park 
and  the  wildlife  refuges  where  they  are  protected.  As  it 
seems  now  as  the  population  in  the  protected  areas  increases 
there  is  going  to  be  a  greater  overflow  to  adjoining  areas 
and  therefore  the  greatest  menace  the  birds  have  at  the  present 
time  are  from  uninformed  or  illegal  hunters.

JLj21  Progress  of  exhibit  plans  and  projects 

After  discussion  of  the  Headquarters  Museum  plan  with  the 
Department  Heads  and  Landscape  Architect  Sanford  Hill,  the  Park 
Naturalist,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Assistant  Park  Naturalists 
revised  the  plan  of  the  Headquarters  Museum  so  as  to  fit  in 
with  a  possibility  of  combining  this  unit  with  an  administrative 
building. 
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i|23  Museum  Activities  -  photographic  oabinets  and  files 

Inasmuch  as  Clerk  LeRoy  Van  Cott  is  now  responsible  for 
oharge  out  of  unexposed  film  and  other  photographic  equipment 
it  was  necessary  to  build  a  cabinet  to  hold  this  material* 
Since  our  files  were  becoming  too  large  for  the  proper 
storage  of  exposed  film,  prints,  and  albums  it  was  necessary 
to  build  a  series  of  cupboards  and  cabinets  in  the  room  ad- 
joining the  dark  room  to  take  care  of  this  photographic  equip- 
ment and  supplies  and  also  are  exposed  negatives  and  prints. 
These  cabinets  were  built  during  the  month  of  April* 

100  Research  and  Observation:  Staff  projects 

The  Park  Naturalist  made  five  field  trips  during  the 
month  for  observation  of  thermal  activity  and  wildlife. 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Condon  made  two  field  trips 
during  the  month  and  Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Long  made 
five  field  trips  during  the  month. 

No  special  research  problems  were  promoted  in  the  field 
although  work  in  the  office  -was  oarried  on  for  three  very 
important  problems.  First,  the  report  of  the  Trumpeter  Svan, 
its  present  status  by  Mr.  Condonj  Second,  the  development 
and  future  of  the  Yellowstone  Park  museums  by  Mr.  Long;  and 
third,  Place  Names  of  Yellowstone  Park  by  Dr.  Bauer. 

1j30  Research  and  Observation:  Unusual  and  significent 
observations  -  Thermal  Activity 

A  number  of  changes  have  been  noted  in  the  Norris  Geyser 
Basin.  Steamboat  Geyser  which  has  been  very  active  for  a 
number  of  years  does  not  appear  to  have  erupted  for  several 
months.  Only  steam  is  now  issuing  from  the  orifice. 

Black  Growler  steam  vent  has  become  more  or  less  choked 
with  water  and  there  is  considerable  water  in  the  area  so  that 
the  temperature  of  the  vent  is  probably  not  above  boiling. 

The  old  Black  Growler  vent  which  was  somewhat  nearer  to 
Valentine  Geyser  has  become  a  small  geyser* 

Valentine  Geyser  itself  was  seen  in  eruption  on  April  23 
as  was  also  Ledge,  Little  Whirligig,  and  several  other  un- 
named vents  to  the  west  of  Valentine  Geyser. 
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Ijl+Ot     Cooperative  projects 

There  has  been  no  report  on  the  work  of  Dr.  Charles 
B.  Read  in  connection  -with  the  studies  on  Fossil  Plants 
and  Forests  of  Yellowstone,  However,  we  believe  that  Dr. 
Read  is  preparing  such  a  report  based  on  his  studies  of 
last  summer. 

There  has  been  no  recent  information  on  the  progress 
of  the  work  of  Dr.  Ray  Wilcox  who  spent  several  months  in 
the  Park  again  last  summer  studying  the  relationships  of 
basalt  and  rhyolite  in  Gardiner's  Hole. 

I4.5O*  Library  Activities 

With  the  help  of  CCC  enrollees  we  were  able  to  revise 
the  map  books  and  prepare  a  book  on  topographic  quadrangles 
which  will  be  added  to  the  library. 

Correlation  charts  of  formations  throughout  the  United 
States  were  presented  to  the  library  by  Park  Naturalist  Bauer 
from  his  personal  collection.  These  were  made  into  a  book 
and  added  to  the  library.

il21  Progress  of  exhibit  plans  and  projects 

The  exhibits  in  the  Mammoth  Museum  which  were  being  re- 
vised and  modernized  have  been  nearly  completed.  There  are 
some  labels  to  prepare  and  other  items  tliat  will  be  done 
during  the  next  month. 

I423  Museum  Activities  -  photographic 

Clark  LeRoy  Van  Cott  has  been  charging  out  unexposed  film 
and  charging  in  exposed  film  and  Rosemary  Probst  has  been 
titling  pictures  for  the  albums  and  filing  prints  and  negatives. 

100  Researoh  and  Observation:  Staff  projects 

Research  work  has  generally  given  way  to  other  kinds  of 
work  during  the  month.  However,  the  Park  Naturalist  received 
a  preliminary  paper  from  Dr.  Charles  B.  Read  on  the  "Story 
of  Fossil  Wood"  and  spent  several  evenings  working  on  this  for 
the  purpose  of  incorporating  in  it  facts  observed  by  himself 
over  a  period  of  years  and  also  in  connection  with  recent  ex- 
periments with  wood  dipped  in  water  from  the  geyser  areas  - 
water  which  is  exceptionally  strong  in  silica.  Experiments 
have  shown  that  in  the  case  of  lodgepole  pine  about  1»2^  of 
silica  may  be  added  each  year  to  the  ^eternal  structure  of  the 
wood.  This  does  not  include  the  part  which  is  encrusted  on 
the  outside. 

1+30  Research  and  Observation*  Unusual  and  significent 
observations  -  Thermal  Activity 

Ho  unusual  thermal  activities  wore  noted  during  the  month.

Progress  of  exhibit  plans  and  projects: 

The  work  of  Miss  Scott  consisted  of  painting  five  pictures 
representing  the  various  stages  in  the  development  of  the  Grand 
Canyon  of  the  Yellowstone.  These  pictures  were  landscapes  showing 
first,  the  period  of  the  great  rhyolite  flows;  second,  the  first 
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hot  spring  basins;  third,  the  development  of  the  first  canyon; 
fourth,  the  glacial  period  showing  the  presence  of  a  lake  in  the 
canyon  area;  and  fifth,  the  present  stage* 

Research  and  Observations:  Staff  projects 

No  one  project  was  carried  forward  to  any  appreciable  extent 
but  numerous  notes  have  been  taken  by  members  of  the  Naturalist 
Staff  on  wildlife  and  geological  phenomenon. 

Park  Naturalist  Bauer  made  some  field  examinations  of  the 
Lake  region  in  connection  with  a  study  of  the  possible  cause  of 
the  depression  in  whioh  Yellowstone  Lake  is  found* 

Research  and  Observations:  Unusual  and  significant  obser- 
vations! Thermal  Activity: 

Activity  in  the  Norris  Geyser  Basin  increased  considerably  dur- 
ing July.  Whirligig  Geyser  whioh  had  been  dormant  for  about  a  year 
began  erupting  right  after  the  Uth  of  July  and  toward  the  end  of 
the  month  was  erupting  about  six  times  a  day  during  the  daylight 
hours. 

The  geyser  sometimes  known  as  Ebony  Geyser  but  which  is  actu- 
ally about  one  hundred  feet  north  of  the  old  Ebony  became  active 
and  has  beon  erupting  about  once  each  day.  Manjr  other  springs 
and  small  geysers  showed  increased  activity. 

The  Steamboat  Geyser  which  was  almost  quiescent  during  May 
and  June  became  active  and  continues  to  erupt  almost  constantly. 

In  the  Upper  Basin  the  usual  amount  of  activity  has  been 
noted.  Daisy,  Riverside,  Artemesia,  Oblong,  and  Great  Fountain 
show  considerable  regularity.  Cliff  Geyser  whioh  has  not  been 
known  to  erupt  for  several  years  was  seen  on  the  8th,  19th,  and 
the  26th  of  July  with  occasional  jets  going  as  high  as  L.0  and 
50  feet. 

Giant  Geyser  has  not  been  seen  in  eruption  this  season.  How- 
ever, Grand  Geyser  has  played  at  least  16  times  with  an  interval 
which  varies  from  18  to  56  hours. 

The  longest  and  shortest  interval  on  Old  Faithful  Geyser  oame 
on  the  same  day  -  July  3  -  with  the  maximum  interval  of  82  minutes, 
and  the  minimum  interval  of  1+3  minutes.

PROPOSED  OUTLINE  OF  WORK  FOR  SEPTEMBER 

Because  of  the  wet  season  it  is  believed  that  there  will  be  an 
early  fall  and  even  now  on  the  second  of  September  we  notice  that  the 
traffic  has  dropped  considerably  and  some  of  our  ranger  naturalists 
have  been  separated  from  the  Service* 

The  museums  will  all  be  closed  early  in  the  month  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Old  Faithful  and  Mammoth  Museums  which  will  remain  open  until 
after  the  middle  of  September, 

The  permanent  staff  will  be  busy  getting  the  museums  and  equip- 
ment ready  for  closing  and  for  the  winter  season.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  weather  will  be  fine  so  that  our  kodaslide  and  movie  collection 
can  be  augmented  this  fall,  especially  of  birds  and  animals. 
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Human  and  other  bones  were  found  in  a  ditch  being  dug  for  a  water 
line  in  the  housekeeping  cabin  area  at  Fishing  bridge  on  August  26, 
191+1  •  The  find  was  investigated  and  dug  out  by  Assistant  Park  Naturalist 
Condon.  It  proved  to  be  a  burial  containing  almost  a  oomplete  skeleton 
of  a  human  being,  remanents  of  two  dogs  and  a  number  of  artifacts.  Mr. 
Condon  will  prepare  a  report  on  the  find  in  September. 

The  Park  Naturalist  expects  to  make  further  studies  on  the  geology 
of  Lake  Yellowstone  during  the  month.

Research  sand  Observation:  Unusual  and  significant  observations: 
Thermal  Activity; 

The  Beehive  Geyser  played  at  11:00  P.  M.  September  3  a&d  also 
played  in  a  normal  manner  at  1:35  P»  M.  on  September  13, 

The  Giant  Geyser  was  not  recorded  in  eruption  during  this  season 
up  until  the  nlte  of  September  5»  At  that  time  it  put  on  a  very  good 
display  and  played  again  on  the  15th  of  September. 

Green  Spring,  which  has  turned  into  a  geyser  this  season  for  the 
first  time  on  reoord,  is  a  fountain  type  geyser  which  plays  to  a  height 
of  25  to  30  feet  every  one-half  to  three  hours. 

Cliff  Geyser  which  erupted  earlier  this  season  was  not  observed  in 
action  this  month. 

Grand  Geyser  was  observed  in  eruption  15  times.  Its  average  inter- 
val was  1+Oa  hours. 

Riverside  did  not  erupt  as  regularly  as  it  did  earlier  this  season, 
but  played  with  an  average  interval  of  7  hours  i|0  minutes. 

On  1577  eruptions  recorded  on  Old  Faithful  the  average  interval 
shows  66.3  minutes.  The  longest  observed  interval  was  on  May  6  with 
91  minutes  and  the  shortest  observed  interval  on  Kay  16  with  38  minutes. 

Other  geysers  seen  in  eruption  during  the  month  in  the  Upper  Geyser

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Interpretation: 

No  lecture  or  guide  service  was  carried  on  in  October. 

Progress  of  Exhibit  Plans  and  Projeots: 

The  exhibit  on  beaver  which  has  been  located  in  Willow  Park  for 
several  years  was  brought  to  Mammoth  for  cleaning  and  repairs.  This 
will  be  put  in  good  condition  and  returned  to  the  field  station  next 
spring. 

Because  of  the  fact  that  the  exhibit  at  Nymph  Lake  has  not  been 
extensively  used  by  visitors,  this  exhibit  was  brought  to  Mammoth  with 
an  idea  of  changing  it  to  a  new  location.  This  exhibit  had  an  unfort- 
unate location  since  it  was  placed  on  the  brow  of  a  hill  where  parking 
was  dangerous  and  where  tourists  were  unable  to  see  it  in  time  to  slow 
down,  park  and  examine  it.  The  Superintendent  has  approved  moving 
this  to  the  vicinity  of  Mud  Volcano  and  Dragon's  Mouth  and  after  con- 
sultation with  the  landscape  architect  a  site  will  be  pickod  in  the 
locality. 

Research  and  Observation: 

The  Park  Naturalist  has  made  several  trips  into  the  field  for 
observation  of  thermal  areas  and  wildlife.  One  was  made  to  Holmes 
Point  on  the  east  side  of  Marys  Bay  to  looate  the  rook  on  which  Dr.

General 

The  month  of  December  found  roads  closed  out  into  the  Interior 
of  the  Park  and  no  field  nor  observation  trips  were  mads  into  this 
section  of  Yellowstone.  Existing  weather  conditions  were  such  that 
the  work  of  the  naturalists  has  been  confined  indoors  for  this  month* 
The  last  few  days  of  the  month  maintained  sub-sero  temperatures* 

The  activities  of  the  Naturalist  Staff  have  been  influenced  some 
by  the  construction  of  the  new  restrooms  under  the  front  porch  of 
the  museum  since  this  construction  work  required  the  breaking  of  sev- 
eral holes  through  the  foundations  with  air  hammers*  Considerable 
dust  and  debris  were  scattered  about  through  the  Interior  of  the  mu- 
seum building  and  especially  in  the  library  and  store  rooms  and  down 
the  basement*  Due  to  the  presence  of  this  dirt  and  dust  it  was  im- 
possible to  do  some  work  which  it  was  hoped  might  be  accomplished  dur- 
ing the  month  of  Deoember* 

The  work  on  the  construction  of  these  restrooms  has  now  reached 
the  stage  where  it  consists  largely  of  finishing  and  will  not  mater- 
ially hamper  or  influence  the  work  being  done  inside  the  museum  as  it 
has  during  the  past  month. 

Administration 

Speoial  Activities,  conferences* 

A  special  conference  was  called  by  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Park  on  December  9  which  was  held  in  the  canteen  building 
and  attended  by  the  ranger  and  naturalist  staffs*  This  conference 
dealt  with  the  manner  of  handling  fugitives  from  justice  which 
might  enter  Yellowstone  Park  and  thus  make  it  necessary  to  appre- 
hend them  here* 

Master  plan  studies ,  plan  and  project  review* 

Review  has  been  made  of  the  master  plan  studies  for  Custer 
Battlefield  National  Military  Cemetery  as  submitted  by  Regional 
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Landscape  Arohitect  Howard  Baker.  After  reviewing  the  plans 
for  the  museum  location  which  is  to  be  the  interpretive  center 
for  this  national  monument,  a  memorandum  containing  the  sug- 
gestions of  the  naturalist  department  was  submitted  to  the 
Acting  Superintendent  and  it  is  planned  that  further  discussions 
will  be  oarrled  out  pertaining  to  this  matter. 

Personnel,  labor. 

The  ranger  naturalists  employed  during  the  19i+L  season  were 
informed  of  the  type  of  service  it  was  felt  that  they  had  ren- 
dered and  requested  to  notify  us  concerning  their  desire  to  re- 
turn for  the  19ij2  season,  A  very  favorable  response  has  been 
received  from  this  personnel  group  to  date. 

Park  Naturalist  C.  Max  Bauer  was  on  duty  through  December 
10  and  left  early  the  morning  of  the  11th  for  special  assign- 
ment to  Death  Valley  at  which  time  Assistant  Park  Naturalist 
David  Condon  took  over  as  Acting  Park  Naturalist,  It  is  ex- 
pected that  Dr.  Bauer  will  return  to  Yellowstone  sometime  around 
the  first  of  March, 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  David  Condon  was  on  duty  all  month 
except  for  l/2  day  annual  leave  on  December  6th, 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Albert  E,  Long  was  on  duty  all 
month  except  1  day  annual  leave  on  December  3rd, 

Clerk  LeRoy  Van  Cott  was  on  duty  through  December  19  at 
which  time  he  left  on  annual  leave  for  the  remainder  of  the 
month. 

No  CCC  enrol lees  were  on  duty  at  the  museum  during  the 
month.

On  December  10  George  Marler,  a  Yellowstone  Ranger  Nat- 
uralist of  Thornton,  Idaho  came  to  Yellowstone  and  was  loaned 
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equipment  and  illustrative  materials  from  our  supply  at  the 
headquarters  museum*  These  are  to  be  used  by  him  in  conducting 
a  series  of  lectures  in  Idaho  and  Utaht  and  he  is  sponsored  fi- 
nancially by  the  Emergency  Conservation  Committee,  whose  chair- 
man is  Mrs.  C,  N.  Edge. 

It  is  anticipated  that  Mr.  Marler  will  represent  the  Na- 
tional Park  Service  by  giving  lectures  at  the  Leadership  week 
at  the  Ricks  College  in  Rexburg#  Idaho  at  which  time  he  will  give 
four  leotures  on  our  national  parks,  especially  emphasising  Yel- 
lowstone National  Park,  Mr*  Marler  is  also  making  arrangements 
to  act  in  a  similar  capacity  at  the  Leadership  week  program  of 
the  Brigham  Young  University  in  Provo,  Utah,  As  yet  full  details 
have  not  been  submitted  to  us  for  these  programs.  Only  on  these 
two  occasions  will  he  be  considered  as  representing  the  National 
Park  Service,  Otherwise  he  is  directly  on  his  own  and  will  be 
representing  the  Emergency  Conservation  Committee  for  whom  he  ic 
especially  emphasising  the  protection  of  the  Trumpeter  Swan,

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Albert  Long  has  been  working  during  the 
month  on  t  he  revision  of  the  Administrative  History  oase  in  the 
history  and  ethnology  roam  in  the  Mammoth  Museum,  When  this 
oase  is  finished  it  will  make  a  marked  improvement  in  the  exhibits 
of  this  roam.

Plans  were  made  during  April  to  adjust  the  program  of  the  nat- 
uralist Division  to  the  reduced  number  of  ranger  naturalists  which 
this  year  is  set  at  16  -  that  is,  we  have  a  reduction  of  six  below  the 
force  of  last  year.

GENERAL 

During  the  month  of  May  the  naturalist  staff  spent  soxae 
tine  in  preparing  new  progress  for  each  of  the  st&tions  for  this 
coming  season.  Auto  caravans  are  not  listed  this  year*  Several 
all-day  hikes  and  evening  walks  have  been  placed  on  the  program 
instead  of  caravans* 

Due  to  war  time  it  will  not  be  possible  to  show  pictures  in 
the  amphitheatres  this  season,  therefore  arrangements  are  being 
made  to  use  the  government  canteen  at  Ma&u&oth  and  the  recreational 
hale  in  the  Park  where  that  is  possible  through  the  courtesy  of 
the  Yellowstone  Park  Company* 

The  week  of  Hay  18  to  May  23  inclusive  was  utilized  by  Park 
Naturalist  Bauer  and  Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Condon  to  attend 
the  Defense  Training  School  sponsored  by  the  National  Park  Service 
in  Yellowstone  Park. 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Albert  Long  spent  five  nights  early 
in  Hay  travelling  to  Livingston  and  securing  his  instructor's  card 
for  the  Bed  Cross  First  Aid  Course*  Beginning  May  7th  a  oouree 
was  given  to  $Q   people  here  at  Ltanaoth  by  Mr*  Long  and  26  of  these 
will  reoeive  their  standard  First  Aid  cards  in  the  near  future. 
This  work  was  all  given  at  night  and  involved  considerable  extra 
time* 

Speoial  stickers  were  prepared  by  Mr.  Long  to  be  used  in  a

Mr,  Long  has  also  served  as  Chairman  of  the  School  Board  the 
last  term  and  has  given  considerable  extra  time  to  those  duties.

For 
practically  20  years  it  has  been  a  National  Park  Service  project  in 
Yellowstone  and  it  is  with  regret  that  we  must  give  it  up  at  this 
time. 

The  last  issue  for  the  duration  of  the  war  will  be  mailed  out 
early  in  June,  expenses  and  postage  being  supplied  by  the  Yellowstone 
Library  and  Museum  Association,

PROPOSED  OUTLINE  OF  Y.'GRK  FOR  JUNE 


Park  Naturalist  Bauer  has  been  named  coordinator  for  em- 
ployees •  training  and  plans  are  already  made  for  training  prac- 
tically all  of  the  government  employees  and  CCC  enrollees  in 
forest  fire  fighting,  first  aid,  building  fires,  law  enforcement, 
and  oivilian  protection.  The  courses  will  also  be  available  for 
operators*  employees.  It  is  not  possible  to  begin  these  courses 
before  most  of  the  temporaries  are  on  duty  and  therefore  the 
actual  teaching  will  begin  about  the  l6th  or  17th  of  June.  The 
program  as  planned  is  thorough  and  will  occupy  the  time  of  a  number 
of  men  for  several  v/eeka.  Besides  it  will  take  considerable  time 
of  the  regular  employees  from  their  official  duties.  However,  it 
is  so  planned  that  about  50?«  of   the  time  devoted  to  training  will 
be  on  evenings  and  off  duty  hours.  In  this  work  the  ranger  nat- 
uralists who  are  prepared  to  give  first  aid  training  or  other 
courses  will  be  used. 

The  opening  of  all  the  museums  on  June  16  and  the  starting  of 
the  naturalist  activities  at  that  time  will  keep  everyone  fully 
occupied.

GENERAL 

The  museums  and  information  desks  were  all  opened  and  operating 
on  the  16th  of  June,  Prior  to  that  time  Old  Faithful  Museum  had  been 
opened  since  the  16th  of  May  and  Mammoth  Museum  had  opened  on  June  5» 

No  pre-season  trip  was  planned  for  the  Ranger  Naturalists  thia 
year  since  all  of  the  men  returning  were  experienced  and  familiar  with 
the  Park.  However  on  June  lJ+th  the  new  temporary  rangers  consisting 
of  27  in  number  were  taken  on  a  trip  around  the  Park  for  one  day  only* 
Park  Naturalist  accompanied  the  group  on  that  day  and  made  a  number 
of  talks  to  the  men  on  the  interpretation  of  natural  features* 

Administration 

Special  Activities,  conferences 

The  Defense  Training  program  was  organized  during  June  and  Park 
Naturalist  Bauer  was  selected  as  coordinator  of  training  and  under  him 
were  placed  the  following:  Hugh  Peyton,  charge  of  Forest  Fire  Suppres- 
sion Training)  David  Condon,  charge  of  Civilian  Defense;  Albert  Elliott, 
charge  of  suppression  of  fires  in  buildings;  Yfalter  Gammill,  in  charge 
of  Law  Enforcement  Training;  and  Albert  Long  in  charge  of  first  aid 
training. 

On  June  6th  a  conference  was  held  of  Division  Heads,  Distriot 
Rangers,  and  others  at  which  the  plan  for  Defense  Training  was  submitted 
by  the  Park  Naturalist  and  also  the  finances  for  the  closing  of  the 
fiscal  year  were  discussed. 

The  training  program  itself  began  on  Wednesday  June  17  at  Mammoth 
and  carried  through  until  July  2nd.  A  similar  program  will  begin  at 
Old  Faithful  and  other  points  of  the  loop  early  in  July.  All  employees 
of  the  National  Park  Service  and  other  government  employees  are  urged 
to  take  part  in  this  training  program.  Later  a  program  will  be  given 
for  the  benefit  of  operators'  employees  and  the  families  of  Government 
employees  and  will  be  voluntary. 
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On  June  20  Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Condon  accompanied  nine 
bus  drivers  on  their  pre-season  trip  around  the  loop.  These  were 
the  new  drivers  that  were  on  hand  at  that  time. 

Assistant  Park  Naturalists  Condon  and  Long  are  carrying  out 
their  activities  as  instructors  of  Civilian  Defense  and  First  Aid 
respectively  in  the  defense  training  course  which  is  being  given. 
Mr.  Condon,8  duties  during  the  month  have  been  varied  and  have  in- 
volved supervision  of  the  entire  naturalist  program,  the  preparation 
of  schedules  for  the  ranger  naturalists  and  daily  activity  programs. 
He  has  also  put  the  self-guiding  nature  trails  at  Mammoth  and  at  Old 
Faithful  in  order  by  setting  up  the  labels  and  preparing  signs  for 
the  entrances  of  these  trails* 

Mr.  Long  has  been  busy  getting  the  ranger  naturalists  located 
in  their  quarters  and  set  up  for  housekeeping,  has  helped  with  the 
opening  of  the  museums  and  has  spent  some  time  in  preparing  the  ma- 
terial for  the  Artist  Point  Exhibit.

Use  of  Park  Facilities 

Several  permits  were  issued  for  collecting  plants  and  insects  and 
one  was  issued  to  Dr.  Harold  Hansen  of  Washington  State  College  to  ob- 
tain profiles  of  peat  bogs  in  the  Park.  However,  since  Dr.  Hansen  was 
in  the  Park  only  a  short  time,  about  a  day  and  a  half,  it  is  not  probable 
that  he  was  able  to  get  very  much  material. 

Important  or  Influential  Visitors: 

On  June  29  Supervisor  of  the  3ranch  of  Interpretation,  Carl  P» 
Russell,  entered  the  Park  from  the  East  and  visited  the  Fishing  Bridge 
Museum  and  thence  continued  to  Mammoth  where  he  had  conferences  with 
the  Superintendent  and  the  Park  Naturalist.  He  discussed  plans  with  the 
Park  Naturalist  for  setting  up  a  work  program  for  a  regional  naturalist 
position.

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PROPOSED  OUTLINE  OF  WORK  FOR  JULY 


The  outline  of  work  for  July  contemplates  the  continuation  of 
defenae  training  at  Old  Faithful,  Lake,  and  Canyon  stations.   In  addi- 
tion a  defease  training  program  will  be  given  for  operators'  employees 
and  others  wishing  to  take  same  in  which  a  full  20-hour  standard  first 
aid  course  will  be  given  as  well  as  courses  in  forest  fire  suppression, 
suppression  of  fires  in  buildings,  law  enforcement,  and  civilian  de- 
fense* 

The  war  time  has  interferred  greatly  with  the  showing  of  pictures 
in  the  amphitheatres  and  therefore  the  evening  programs  will  probably 
be  set  back  to  8:^0  or  9:00  p.m.  However,  this  makes  a  very  long  day 
for  the  ranger  naturalists  on  the  Job  and  is  not  very  desirable.   On 
the  other  hand  it  is  our  wish  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  public  along 
this  line  and  we  are  going  to  try  out  the  later  evening  hour  for  the 
program. 

The  Park  Naturalist  also  will  make  up  a  work  plan  for  the  regional 
naturalist  position  to  be  submitted  to  the  regional  director  and  Wash- 
ington Office  staff.

During  the  summer  of  19Ul,  22  ranger  naturalists  were  em- 
ployed but  during  the  season  of  19i+2  only  16  ranger  naturalist  were 
authorized.  There  were  three  roustabouts  employed  for  the  summer 
of  19U2  as  museum  caretakers. 

During  this  season  a  considerable  change  in  the  naturalist 
program  was  instituted  because  of  the  war.  No  guided  caravans  were 
given.  Old  Faithful  Museum  was  opened  on  May  20;  Mammoth  Museum, 
on  June  1;  Fishing  Bridge  Museum,  on  June  16;  Madison  Junction  Mu- 
seum, on  June  16;  and  Norris  Museum  opened  on  June  16. 

Considerable  protection  was  undertaken  by  the  Naturalist  Di- 
vision. At  various  times  men  were  assigned  to  fire  duty  and  acted 
as  foremen  or  acting  district  rangers. 

The  Park  Naturalist  was  responsible  for  the  coordination  of 
a  program  on  Civilian  Defense  which  consisted  of  teaching  courses 
in  first  aid,  law  enforcement,  forest  fire  suppression,  building 
fire  suppression,  and  civilian  defense.  A  total  of  U60   employees 
took  the  oourses  and  7#^+9©  hours  of  instruction  were  given* 

The  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association  carried  on  the 
project  of  book  sales  and  also  hired  two  young  ladies  to  re-work 
the  Yellowstone  Park  herbarium.  A  librarian  was  hired  for  half 
time  work  for  the  summer. 
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Research  has  been  reduced  to  a  minimum  and  due  to  the  reduction 
in  number  of  employees  those  remaining  have  had  much  additional  work 
and  spent  much  overtime  on  their  jobs.

GENERAL 

The  museums  and  Information  desks  were  kept  open  during  the 
month  of  July.  Son©  adjustments  had  to  be  made  after  the  15th  due 
to  the  resignation  of  Brs.  Hash  and  Bieherdorf  to  accept  commissions 
in  the  united  States  Army  Air  Corps.  We  started  the  month  with  16 
ranger  naturalists  and  closed  the  month  with  llu  However,  Daniel 
Turner  resigned  on  the  last  day  of  the  month  and  we  will  probably 
continue  to  carry  on  such  activities  as  is  possible  with  only  the 
13  remaining  men* 

Travel  at  the  end  of  the  month  had  dropped  to  ^6%  of  last  year* 
Attendance  at  the  Naturalist  Activities  has  dropped  accordingly  and 
at  about  the  same  percentage* 

Many  of  the  contacts  made  this  year  are  of  higher  quality  than 
in  years  when  attendance  is  large.  On  the  other  hand  numerous  walks 
and  evening  programs  have  been  called  off  because  of  the  lack  of  suf- 
ficient numbers  to  justify  carrying  on.  All-day  hikes  have  been  given 
with  as  few  a  number  as  five  on  several  oooasions.  The  evening  pro- 
grams at  Madison  have  been  abandoned  because  of  the  laok  of  attendance. 

Defense  training  has  been  given  to  over  300  government  employees 
and  beginning  on  the  22nd  of  July  training  was  started  for  employees 
of  operators  and  others  interested  on  a  voluntary  basis.  At  the 
present  time  we  are  giving  standard  Red  Cross  First  Aid  courses  to 
21  people  at  Mammoth,  65  people  at  Old  Faithful,  21  people  at  Fishing 
Bridge,  and  18  at  Canyon.  All  of  these  are  night  classes  with  the 
exoeption  of  one  at  Old  Faithful  which  is  given  in  the  afternoon. 

Administration 

Special  Activities,  conferences 

numerous  conferences  have  been  held  with  the  instructors  who  have 
carried  on  the  Defense  Training  Program  and  with  the  Chief  Ranger 
and  Superintendent  on  various  phases  of  the  naturalist  activities. 
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On  July  21  an  all-day  conference  was  held  of  certain  Division 
Heads  to  determine  what  equipment  would  be  desirable  and  necessary 
for  transfer  from  the  CCC  organization. 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Condon  has  been  occupied  several  days 
each  week  giving  Civilian  Defense  courses  and  since  the  29th  of  July 
has  been  giving  the  first  aid  course  at  Mammoth*  He  has  also  taken 
care  of  the  distribution  of  sales  publications  to  the  various  desks 
and  assisted  greatly  in  the  supervision  and  administration  of  the 
naturalist  activities* 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Long  has  been  occupied  throughout  the 
month  with  first  aid  classes  and  the  preparation  of  the  Artist  Point 
Exhibit,  the  supplying  of  materials  and  equipment  to  the  various 
ranger  naturalists,  and  also  in  supervision  work  connected  with  the 
naturalist  activities.

Maintenance,  New  Construction  and  Improvements 

The  trail  over  Geyser  Hill  has  been  repaired  by  the  road  crew 
and  also  the  trail  in  Norris  Geyser  Basin, 

In  order  to  protect  Beryl  Spring  it  was  neoessary  to  put  in 
cement  in  a  hole  whioh  broke  out  in  the  road  near  the  spring.  It 
was  not  possible  to  stop  up  the  leak  of  subterranean  gases  entirely 
but  the  crew  finally  succeeded  in  closing  the  hole  in  the  road  and 
diverting  the  steam  to  the  ditch  at  the  side  of  the  road  by  using 
vitrified  tile.  No  damage  has  been  done  to  the  soring  so  far  as  we 
have  been  able  to  observe, 
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Interpretation 

Lectures,  Guide  Service,  and  Interpretive  Contacts: 

The  lecture  and  guide  service  activity  was  revised  during  July 
and  a  new  program  of  activities  has  been  undertaken*  A  copy  of 
this  has  been  sent  to  the  Branch  of  Interpretation  in  Washington, 
The  activities  have  been  well  attended  at  Old  Faithful  and  at  Fish- 
ing Bridge,  The  Mammoth  and  Canyon  activities  have  not  been  so  well 
attended  due  to  the  fact  that  no  cabins  for  tourists  are  available 
at  either  one  of  these  places.  Hence  the  evening  programs  have  had 
to  depend  largely  upon  hotel  guests. 

On  July  2I4.  Park  Naturalist  Bauer  went  to  the  Baptist's  Young 
Peoples  Assembly  on  Mill  Creek  25  miles  north  of  the  Park  to  give  a 
nature  walk  and  nature  program  tor   them*  .about  35  young  people  ac- 
companied him  on  a  nature  walk  in  the  afternoon  which  started  from  the 
camp  and  went  to  Snow  Falls,  a  distance  of  about  three  miles,  and  re- 
turn. In  the  evening  an  illustrated  leoture  on  the  bird  and  animal 
life  of  Yellowstone  National  Park  was  given  to  an  audience  of  125,

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

Progress  of  exhibit  plans  and  projects 

Some  progress  has  been  made  in  the  preparation  of  the  materials 
for  the  Artist  Point  Exhibit.  It  is  hoped  that  this  can  be  installed 
during  the  month  of  August, 

Loans,  gifts,  and  accessions  of  exhibits,  study  material,  or  equipment, 
and  the  disposition  thereof. 

An  original  charcoal  painting  by  Thomas  Moran  in  1905  has  been 
returned  to  the  Yellowstone  museums  by  the  Superintendent  of  Grand 
Teton  National  Park,  It  is  framed  in  a  narrow  black  frame  covered 
with  glass  and  is  J2  x  23  inches  in  size.  The  subject  is  Index  Peak, 
It  will  be  accessioned  and  stored  with  other  pictures  in  the  Mammoth 
Museum, 

Research  and  Observation 

A  very  limited  amount  of  research  was  carried  on  during  the 
month  as  most  of  our  work  involved  teaching  the  Defense  Training 
courses  and  supervising  the  work  of  the  ranger  naturalists.

Natural  History  Association  Activities 

The  Association  is  paying  the  salaries  of  Miss  Sussan  Fry  and 
Miss  Lillian  "ifiniecki  to  put  the  Yellowstone  herbarium  in  first  class 
condition. 

We  are  also  paying  the  salary  of  Mrs.  Delphia  Kennedy  who  is 
working  half  time  only  in  the  library.  She  is  now  engaged  in  deter- 
mining which  items  listed  in  the  bibliography  by  Dr.  Russell  are  on 
hand  in  the  library.  Those  not  in  the  library  will  be  listed  for 
acquiring  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

Use  of  Park  Facilities 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Karl  Maslowski  spent  the  first  half  of  the  month  in 
studying  wildlife  and  taking  photographs.  They  were  assisted  by 
various  members  of  the  Naturalist  Staff. 

Important  or  influential  visitors 

A  Mr.  Johnson  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  visited  the  Park  dur- 
ing the  month. 

Protection 

Wildlife  Management 

A  conference  was  held  on  July  29  with  Dr.  Olaus  Murie,  Assistant 
Park  Naturalist  Condon,  Superintendent  Rogers,  and  Park  Naturalist 
Bauer  on  the  present  status  of  our  knowledge  concerning  the  Trumpter 
Swan  and  possible  plans  for  further  research  and  cooperation  with  the 
Fish  and  Wildlife  Service. 

Wildlife  of  all  kinds  have  been  very  much  in  evidence  this  year. 
Weather  conditions  and  the  fewer  number  of  visitors  no  doubt  have  con- 
tributed to  this  situation. 
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At  loast  five  reports  of  significance  have  been  received  con- 
cerning Mountain  Lion  in  the  Park,  Visitors  have  declared  that  they 
have  seen  them  near  the  roads  and  that  the  identification  of  the 
animal  was  unquestionable.   On  July  29  two  Cougars  were  seen  in 
Elk  Park  near  the  Norris  Geyser  Basin  about  an  hour  before  sunset. 
Another  case  was  reported  by  a  Texas  Ranger  and  his  wife  where  a 
Cougar  was  seen  on  the  middle  fork  of  Shoshone  River  inside  the  Park 
about  a  mile  below  Sylvan  Pass.  It  was  stalking  a  moose  cow  and 
calf  and  caused  tho  moose  considerable  worry.  Other  reports  from 
other  parts  of  the  Park  which  appear  to  be  authentic  have  been  re- 
ceived. 


PROPOSED  OUTLINE  OF  WORK  FOR  ATJGTIST 

The  five  first  aid  classes  will  be  continued  and  will  run  up 
to  about  the  12th  of  August.  It  has  not  been  determined  whether  we 
will  oarry  on  advanced  first  aid  work  or  other  classes  in  standard 
first  aid  or  not.  Inasmuoh  as  we  now  have  only  13  ranger  naturalists 
it  will  require  the  time  of  all  the  temporaries  and  perraanents  to 
carry  on  the  activities  as  outlined.  On  tho  other  hand  some  temporary 
rangers  and  others  have  been  sent  out  as  smoke  chasers  on  fire  sup- 
pression work  and  this  requires  that  the  ranger  naturalists  fill  in 
on  protective  duties  at  tho  various  stations  such  as  Old  Faithful  and 
Fishing  Bridge. 

It  is  probable  that  some  time  will  be  devoted  to  the  research 
work  proposed  by  Professor  L.  C.  Graton  of  Harvard  University  as  he 
expects  to  oome  in  the  Park  about  August  20.

SBKERAL 

The  regular  program  of  activities  of  the  naturalists  was  dis- 
rupted several  times  during  the  month  by  the  necessity  of  having  to 
send  men  on  forest  fires  and  substitute  for  regular  rangers  on  pro- 
tective work.  In  spite  of  the  fire  suppression  work  which  was  nec- 
essary, we  were  able  to  keep  all  the  museums  open  during  the  month 
for  the  usual  number  of  hours  each  day  and  give  the  usual  oampfire 
programs  each  evening.  Other  activities  such  as  guided  walks  and  hikes 
were  discontinued  at  times ,  hence  the  numbers  contacted  will  show  con- 
siderable reduction. 

In  addition  to  the  fire  suppression  work  we  carried  on  courses  in 
first  aid  for  operators*  employees  and  others  interested  at  four  points 
during  the  month.  These  courses  were  completed  for  a  total  of  86  per- 
sons. 

Also  during  the  month  the  war  bond  program  was  begun  and  two  of 
the  men  in  the  Division  have  been  asked  to  serve  as  "Minute  Hen," 

Administration 

Park  Naturalist  Bauer  has  not  been  able  to  give  the  supervision  to 
the  field  during  the  month  that  is  oustaoary  due  to  the  fact  that  for 
ten  days  he  was  required  to  keep  the  museum  at  Mammoth  open  for  the 
public  since  all  other  men  were  away  on  fires  or  other  duties. 

Assistant  Park  Naturalists  Condon  and  Long  both  served  on  fires 
and  other  ranger  duties  from  the  Ijfch  of  August  to  the  15th  inclusive. 
Mr.  Condon  served  as  a  foreman  on  the  Q&zzly  Lake  Fire  and  also  on 
the  Witch  Creek  Fire  during  that  period,  and  Mr,  Long  served  as  a 
fire  fighter  on  the  Seven-Mile  Hole  for  a  day  and  a  half  and  for  about 
a  week  at  the  ranger  station  as  Acting  District  Ranger  of  Canyon  Dis- 
trict. 

Both  Mr.  Long  and  Mr.  Condon  taught  classes  in  First  Aid  during 
the  month  in  addition  to  their  other  duties.

GENERAL 

With  the  closing  of  the  hotels  on  August  27  the  activities  at 
Mammoth  became  considerable  less  because  of  the  fewer  visitors,  A 
number  of  the  ranger  naturalists  had  already  been  separated  from  the 
Service  and  hence  the  program  of  public  contact  work  was  much  reduced, 
Rowover,  the  museum  at  Fishing  Bridge  was  kept  open  until  the  close 
of  September  9  and  the  museums  at  Old  Faithful  and  Mammoth  were  kept 
open  until  the  close  of  the  li+th. 

Muoh  of  the  work  of  the  permanent  staff  consisted  in  preparing 
the  museums  and  quarters  out  in  the  Park  for  closing  for  the  season 
and  closing  up  the  book  accounts  with  the  ranger  naturalists  and  pre- 
paring the  annual  report  of  the  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Asso- 
ciation* 

The  caving  in  of  a  hole  in  the  road  near  Beryl  Spring  due  to 
rising  gases  and  water  was  found  to  affect  Beryl  Spring  and  therefore 
some  time  was  spent  in  preparing  and  supervising  the  plugging  of  this 
hole  in  the  road  so  that  Beryl  Spring  would  be  saved  from  damage  and 
the  affect  of  this  break  in  the  road. 

Much  more  field  work  was  accomplished  during  September  than  dur- 
ing the  summer  months  because  some  things  had  been  put  off  during  the 
summer  and  furthermore  the  lack  of  travel  made  it  possible  to  get 
around  the  park  and  take  care  of  many  things  that  needed  to  be  done. 

Adminis  t rat i  on i 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Condon  spent  eight  days  in  the  field, 
eight  days  on  sales  publication  business  and  reports  of  the  Yellowstone 
Library  and  Museum  Association,  and  sometime  on  the  defense  bond 
soliciting.

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Long  spent  nine  full  days  in  field  work 
oheoking  property  and  closing  the  various  field  stations  and  living 
quarters.  He  also  spent  four  days  on  the  preparation  of  exhibit  ma- 
terials for  the  Artist  Point  Trailside  Exhibit  and  other  work  connected 
with  museum  planning  and  preparation. 

Park  Naturalist  Bauer  cooperated  with  Mr.  Enamert  and  Mr.  Lord  in 
the  plans  to  save  Beryl  Spring  and  the  road  work  necessary  to  save  the 
road  at  that  point. 

The  research  work  carried  on  by  Dr.  L.  C.  Graton  of  Harvard  Uni- 
versity came  to  a  close  on  September  28  when  Dr.  Graton  returned  to 
Cambridge.

Progress  of  Exhibit  Flans  and  I-rojeots 

Assistant  Park  Haturalist  Long  spent  four  days  on  the  preparation 
of  the  exhibits  for  the  Artist  Point  field  exhibit. 

Research  and  Observation  -  Staff  projects 

Very  little  progress  was  made  by  the  staff  on  research  problems 
which  they  are  carrying  on  from  time  to  time 

Researoh  and  Observation  -  cooperative  projects 

Professor  L.  C.  Oraton  and  Professor  Esper  S#  Larsen  of  Harvard 
University  carried  on  their  researoh  project  in  September  on  the  hot 
springs  and  geysers.  Dr.  Larsen  left  the  Park  on  September  19  and  Dr. 
Graton  left  the  Park  on  September  28.  Considerable  progress  was  mad© 
by  these  men  in  the  study  of  the  temperatures  and  convection  currents 
in  geysers  and  hot  springs.  They  used  an  electrical  thermometer  in 
several  of  the  geysers  and  found  that  the  temperatures  at  any  one  point 
were  not  consistent  but  rapidly  changing.  They  also  studied  convection 
currents  and  obtained  some  interesting  results.  One  interpretation 
which  puts  a  different  aspect  on  the  chemical  nature  of  the  springs  is 
that  many  of  the  springs  indicate  alkaline  reactions  for  the  water  and 
acid  reactions  for  the  vapor  which  is  coming  off  the  spring.  Because 
of  the  complexity  of  the  problems  involved  Dr.  Graton  hopes  to  continue 
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his  studies  in  order  to  determine  if  possible  the  relationship  of  such 
geysers  and  hot  springs  to  ore  deposition  and  also  to  attempt  to  solve 
the  problem  of  the  manner  of  transmission  of  the  fluids  from  the 
magma  to  the  surfaoe  of  the  earth  -  that  is  whether  the  fluids  leave 
the  magma  as  gases  or  as  liquids.

The  sales  publication  accounts  were  worked  up  by  Mr.  Condon  and  the 
annual  report  of  the  executive  secretary  was  prepared  during  the  last  week 
in  September  by  Park  Naturalist  Bauer  and  all  preparations  were  made  for 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  on  October  1st, 

Twohandred  and  fifty  surplus  plant  specimens  were  sent  to  Dr.  Maxon 
of  the  National  Museum  and  other  specimens  were  distributed  to  the  New 
York  Botanical  Gardens  and  Dr.  Ray  J.  Duvis  of  the  University  of  Idaho, 
Southern  Branch,  at  Pocatello. 

The  work  of  the  Natural  History  Association  in  renovating  and  put- 
ting the  herbarium  in  good  condition  was  completed  in  August  and  the  re- 
sults have  been  very  satisfactory.

Since  the  library  stacks  are  just  about  full  and  space  for  expan- 
sion is  at  a  premium,  plans  will  be  made  for  working  out  additional 
space  for  the  library  and  storage  facilities  for  books  and  other  mater- 
ials. 

The  work  on  the  Artist  Point  Exhibit  will  be  continued  and  inven- 
tories of  property  will  be  taken  during  October. 

Plans  for  the  winter  season  will  be  made  and  the  routine  work  of  the 
Division  oarried  on.

GENERAL 

With  the  travel  season  over  our  attention  was  turned  to  the  pre- 
paration of  plans  for  the  winter  and  the  Assistant  Park  naturalists  were 
asked  to  prepare  an  outline  of  suggested  winter  work.  These  plans  con- 
tain nmny  items  of  work  dealing  with  the  research  and  educational  program 
and  also  certain  phases  of  the  protection  program.  Topping  the  list  for 
everyone  is  the  elk  reduction  program  to  be  carried  out  in  Yellowstone 
this  winter •  There  is  no  doubt  that  if  this  is  approved  by  the  Director 
all  of  the  naturalists  will  be  busily  carrying  out  assignments  in  the 
elk  reduction  program  from  December  1,  19ii2  to  March  Jl,  19^5* 

Administration 

The  Park  Naturalist  had  some  work  in  connection  with  the  Yellowstone 
Library  and  Museum  Association,  and  also  spent  four  days  in  the  field 
inspecting  the  museums  and  buildings  under  the  naturalist  Division.  Plans 
were  made  for  getting  more  shelf  space  built  in  the  library. 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Condon  spent  three  days  in  the  field  taking 
pictures  and  observing  wildlife  and  Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Long  spent 
four  days  in  the  field  mainly  in  checking  up  property,  putting  shutters  on 
field  exhibits  and  taking  photographs. 

Much  of  the  work  during  the  month  was  routine  and  the  preparation  of 
records  of  property  including  books,  study  skins,  and  other  items  that 
required  considerable  time.  Ho  speoial  activities  were  undertaken  during 
the  month. 

Speoial  Activities,  conferences t 

Several  conferences  were  attended  by  the  Park  naturalist  including 
one  on  the  adjustment  of  our  19hlk  preliminary  estimates  by  the  Division 
Heads  and  several  other  conferences  on  wildlife  and  the  elk  reduction  pro- 
gram. 

Personnel,  labor 

Park  Naturalist  Bauer  was  on  duty  all  month  except  9-1/2  days  of  annual 
leave  from  October  6  to  the  l6th  inclusive. 
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Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  all  month  up  to  the 
close  of  October  23  at  vrhioh  time  he  took  annual  leave.  He  expects  to 
return  on  November  9. 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Long  was  on  duty  all  month  except  two 
days  of  sick  leave  and  four  hours  on  annual  leave. 

Clerk  LeRoy  Van  Cott  was  on  duty  all  month  except  from  the  l6th  to 
noon  of  the  23th  on  annual  leave,  and  sick  leave  on  the  JOth. 

No  ranger  naturalists  were  employed  during  the  month  of  October. 

Interpretation: 

Lectures,  Guide  Service,  and  Interpretive  Contacts 

No  public  contact  work  was  carried  on  during  the  month.  However,  MT. 
Long  who  serves  as  chairman  of  the  school  board  has  given  some  of  his  own 
time  to  this  work  and  an  hour  for  the  school  children  on  ono  day  for  nature 
study. 

Statistical  Report: 

The  statistical  report  for  the  month  of  October  is  attached. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits: 

All  museums  were  closed  during  the  month  of  October.  Shutters  were 
placed  on  the  field  exhibits  on  October  27  and  28. 

Progress  of  exhibit  plans  and  projects ; 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Long  has  completed  the  Artist  Point  Exhibit 
Panel  A  and  has  done  some  work  on  Panel  B  which  will  probably  be  finished 
in  November. 

Research  and  Observation  -  Staff  projects: 

One  day  of  research  on  materials  for  Artist  Point  Field  Exhibit  v:ae 
spent  by  Mr.  Long.  Park  Naturalist  Bauer  spent  two  and  a  half  days  on  his- 
torical research.  Several  hours  at  different  times  were  spent  by  ilr.  Condon 
on  the  preparation  of  a  paper  on  the  Anatomical  Characteristics  of  Trumpeter 
Swan. 

Research  and  Observation  -  Cooperative  Projects : 

Letters  have  been  received  from  Professor  L.  C.  Graton  outlining  the 
work  which  he  did  this  fall  on  the  hot  springs  and  geysers  and  proposing 
continuation  of  this  research  project.  The  project  is  looked  upon 
favorably  by  the  Superintendent  and  the  Park  Naturalist  and  plans  will  be 
made  to  promote  this  project  in  the  near  future. 
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Library  Aotivitiee 

Plans  have  been  made  to  install  more  shelving  in  the  library  to  take 
oare  of  our  needs  for  additional  space.

GENERAL 

The  winter  program  has  been  outlined  for  Assistant  Park  Naturalists 
Condon  and  Long  and  a  tentative  program  for  Park  Naturalist  Bauer.  Just 
how  much  of  these  work  programs  will  be  oarried  out  depends,  of  course, 
upon  pending  transfers  of  the  men  involved. 

Administration 

A  letter  was  sent  to  the  ranger  naturalists  in  the  military  service 
giving  them  news  of  Yellowstone  Park  and  the  addresses  of  oaoh  one  of 
the  other  men. 

The  Park  Naturalist  prepared  a  memorandum  for  the  Superintendent  out- 
lining eduoational  methods  for  handling  the  protection  of  the  geysers  and 
hot  springs.  He  also  was  present  at  some  conferences  concerning  the  elk 
reduction  program  and  other  matters. 

A  report  was  submitted  for  review  and  submission  to  the  United 
States  Board  on  Geographic  Names  which  included  250  names  on  which  de- 
cisions are  required  and  some  16  errors  in  past  deoislons  that  are  sub- 
mitted for  correction.  It  also  contained  a  list  of  66   group  names  for 
springs  and  geysers  in  Yellowstone  Park.

GENERAL  i 

Inasmuch  as  David  D.  Condon,  Assistant  Park  Naturalist,  left  the  Park  on 
February  5  to  become  Park  naturalist  at  Rooky  Mountain  national  Park  with 
Associate  Grade,  this  left  the  Division  without  an  assistant  naturalist.  For 
the  remainder  of  the  month  Clerk  LeRoy  Van  Cott  and  the  Park  Naturalist  car- 
ried on  with  the  necessary  routine  and  spent  such  of  the  time  in  working  up 
the  photographic  file.  With  ten  or  twelve  employees  in  the  Park  taking 
pictures  occasionally  and  some  of  them  quite  frequently  the  photographic  file 
requires  considerable  attention  and  a  lot  of  work  to  keep  it  current*  Hot 
having  the  help  for  the  last  year  and  a  half  we  have  had  an  accumulation  of 
over  1,000  negatives  and  prints  which  we  have  been  trying  to  take  care  of  dur- 
ing the  last  two  months* 

Administration 

The  administrative  work  of  the  Naturalist  Division  was  carried  on  during 
the  month  by  Park  Naturalist  Bauer*  After  Mr*   Condon  left  on  February  5th  the 
only  other  employee  in  the  Department  was  Clerk  LeRoy  Tan  Cott  who  received  his 
call  to  the  Military  Service  on  February  18  and  expects  to  be  inducted  on  the 
1st  of  March* 

Special  Activities,  conferences 

A  conference  was  held  of  Division  Heads  and  other  key  personnel  on  Feb- 
ruary 16  at  which  the  finances  of  the  Park  and  plana  for  the  next  season  and 
for  the  spring  preparations  were  discussed,  Humorous  conferences  have  been  held 
throughout  the  month  with  the  Superintendent,  Assistant  Superintendent,  Acting 
Park  Engineer  Wohlbrandt,  and  various  members  of  the  ranger  staff.

In  order  to  take  care  of  the  expanding  library  and  provide  shelving  space 
we  had  about  90  feet  of  additional  shelving  put  in  the  library  on  top  of  the 
oonorete  abutments  which  form  a  ledge  around  the  inside  of  the  room.

In  order  for  him  to  become 
familiar  with  the  extensive  files  of  the  museum  and  library  and  the  large 
number  of  items  listed  under  the  property  inventories,  the  Park  Naturalist 
will  spend  considerable  time  with  him  during  the  month  explaining  the 
methods  by  which  these  are  taken  care  of  and  also  darkroom  procedure  and 
methods •

Beginning  with  the  Oth  of  April  he  will  work  half  days  for  the  Naturalist 
Division  and  the  other  half  day  of  each  day  for  the  Clerical  Division.  It

Harold  J.  Brodriek,  Aeeiet&nt  Park  Naturalist,  was  on  duty  throughout  the 
month*  Mr.  LeRoy  Van  Cott,  clerk  for  the  Division,  who  had  bee*  inducted  into 
the  United  States  Aray  received  an  Honorable  Discharge  and  returned  to  the 
Park*  Beginning  on  April  1st  Mr.  Van  Cott  took  up  his  work  for  the  naturalist 
Division  and  on  April  8  began  giving  one-half  day  out  of  each  day  to  the  Fiscal 
Division.  Mr.  Brodriek  began  the  work  of  handling  photographs,  negatives „  and 
darkroom  jobs  that  are  required. 

Special  Activities,  conferences: 

The  Park  Haturalist  has  been  given  charge  of  quarters  operations  in  the 
Park  and  also  as  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Survey  took  part  in  a  number  of  con- 
ferences on  the  8ur  vey  of  property  and  also  one  conference  of  the  staff  on 
summer  plans*  The  Park  naturalist  also  planned  the  work  of  taking  care  of 
the  lawns  and  yards  during  the  present  season  by  the  residents  of  Mamoth*

Clerk  LeRoy  Van  Cott  went  on  duty  on  April  1st  and  was  on  duty  until  April 
7th  and  then  went  on  half  time  for  the  remainder  of  the  month  for  the  Naturalist 
Division  and  half  time  for  the  Fiscal  Division* 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Harold  J.  Brodriek  arrived  in  the  Park  on  March 
29  and  went  on  duty  April  1st.  Be  was  off  all  day  April  10th  on  annual  leave. 

Dr.  Walter  B.  HaDougall  arrived  in  the  Park  on  April  30  from  Grand  Canyon 
National  Park  and  went  on  duty  on  May  1st  as  Assistant  Park  Naturalist.

PROPOSED  OUTLINE  OF  WORK  FOR  MAY  19i£ 

A  Red  Cross  Standard  First  Aid  Course  will  be  given  at  Mammoth  for  all 
those  whose  certificates  have  lapsed  and  many  others  who  have  not  had  the 
oourse  who  desire  to  take  it.   It  will  begin  on  Monday,  May  10* 

Plans  will  also  be  made  for  training  for  all  employees  including  per 
dieras  on  Building  Fire  Suppression  and  Forest  Fire  Suppression  during  June. 
It  is  not  planned  to  give  any  courses  this  month  on  incendiary  bombs  or  other 
Civilian  Defense  courses  but  exploration  will  be  made  to  find  out  if  there 
are  those  who  wish  to  take  special  courses  and  if  there  are  plans  will  be 
made  for  same. 

There  will  be  plans  by  the  Naturalist  Staff  to  take  care  of  such  museums 
and  other  facilities  as  it  may  be  possible  to  offer  for  this  coming  season. 
Up  to  the  present  time  we  are  hopeful  that  we  can  keep  the  Mammoth  Museum  open 
at  least  part  of  each  day  and  the  Old  Faithful  Museum  open  part  of  each  day. 
Details  of  the  program  will  be  worked  out  during  May  after  we  have  been  ad- 
vised concerning  the  facilities  made  available  by  the  Operators.

REPORT  OF  THE  NATURALIST  DIVISION  FOR 
JUNE  19U3 


GENERAL t 

During  June  the  work  of  the  naturalists  was  marked  by  the  wide 
variety  of  tasks  performed  and  the  divergenoe  of  interests  which 
covered  many  phases  of  custodial  and  protection  work,  some  research, 
some  engineering,  invoicing  property,  opening  two  museums,  and  pre- 
paring field  exhibits  for  the  summer  season. 

The  Park  Naturalist  also  spent  several  periods  with  the  Board 
of  Survey,  about  one  night  each  week  on  the  ration  board,  and  several 
local  conferences  as  well  as  a  three-day  conference  at  Rocky  Mountain 
National  Park  from  June  11  to  the  13th  inclusive  attending  the  plans 
for  Dinosaur  National  Monument. 

Administration ; 

Special  Activities,  conferences; 

On  June  21st  a  conference  was  held  in  the  Superintendent's  Office 
with  Messrs,  Rogers,  Johnston,  Bauer,  Barrows,  HcDougall,  and  Evans  in 
attendance  on  Range  Studies. 

McDougall  and  Bauer  also  assisted  on  problems  connected  with  the 
program  set  up  for  bear  management. 

Personnel,  labor; 

Park  Naturalist  Bauer  was  on  duty  throughout  the  month  except  for 
3-1/2  days  of  sick  leave. 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  McDougall  was  on  duty  all  month. 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Brodrick  was  on  duty  all  month. 

Clerk  LeRoy  Van  Cott  was  on  duty  throughout  the  month,  half  time 
for  the  Naturalist  Division,  except  1  and  13/32  days  of  annual  leave. 
Up  to  June  ll*.  Mr.  Van  Cott  was  assigned  half  time  to  the  Purchasing 
Section  in  the  Chief  Clerk's  Office,  at  which  time  he  was  transferred 
to  the  Personnel  Section  where  he  now  works  each  half  day  every  after- 
noon. 
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Janitor  work  is  being  done  by  the  Division  of  Plumbing  and  Sani- 
tation plus  the  work  of  the  naturalist  on  museum  duty.  No  temporary 
labor  has  been  hired  for  this  purpose  this  year. 

Ranger  Naturalists •  positions  have  been  abolished  for  the  dura- 
tion and  hence  no  assistance  is  available  from  this  source. 

Interpretation: 

Interpretive  Contacts ; 

Due  to  the  fact  that  we  have  no  ranger  naturalists  and  that  much 
time  will  be  spent  by  the  permanent  naturalists  in  custodial  and  pro- 
tective activities  it  is  not  planned  to  give  any  lectures,  hold  camp- 
fire  meetings,  conduct  nature  parties  on  trails,  and  other  similar 
activities.  The  principle  public  contact  will  be  through  the  Haumoth 
Museum  and  information  desk  and  the  Old  Faithful  Museum  and  information 
desk.  Contacts  will  also  be  made  in  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin  by  Assis- 
tant Park  Naturalist  Harold  Brodrick  who  will  patrol  the  basin  twice 
a  day  and  attempt  to  meet  people  and  talk  to  them  about  the  thermal 
features  of  the  Park  and  answer  their  questions. 

Statistical  Report; 

The  statistical  report  for  the  month  of  June  is  attached  hereto. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits; 

Progress  of  exhibit  plans  and  projects : 

One  day  was  spent  by  Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Brodrick  and  the 
Park  Naturalist  in  obtaining  correct  measurements  in  the  field  for 
the  distance  between  Artist  Point  and  Inspiration  Point  and  other  look- 
outs along  the  Canyon  rim.  This  was  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  map 
for  the  Artist  Point  Exhibit,  Samples  of  rock  were  also  collected  and 
have  been  prepared  in  powder  form  to  place  in  glass  bottles  to  give 
Canyon  colors.  These  glass  bottles  will  be  placed  in  the  exhibit  case 
and  the  case  will  then  be  ready  for  installation  in  the  structure  at 
Artist  Point. 

All  of  the  Trailside  Exhibits  which  include  at  the  present  time 
the  Beaver  Exhibit  on  Yfillow  Park,  the  Obsidian  Cliff  Exhibit  near 
Obsidian  Cliff,  and  the  Firehole  Canyon  Exhibit  in  the  Firehole  Canyon 
have  been  opened  for  viewing  by  the  public.  The  exhibits  in  the  foyer 
of  Norris  Museum  have  been  uncovered  and  cleaned  so  that  they  can  be 
used  by  the  public  this  summer. 
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Experience  with  several  of  the  roadside  exhibits  has  shown  that 
they  are  either  not  suitably  located  or  do  not  contain  sufficient 
interest  to  attract  visitors  in  any  large  number $   hence  with  the 
Superintendent' 8  permission  we  have  taken  two  of  these  down.  One, 
the  Nymph  Lake  trailsido  exhibit  which  was  very  badly  located  on  the 
brow  of  the  hill  which  was  dangerous  from  the  standpoint  of  traffic. 
Another  at  Tuff  Cliff  which  did  not  appear  to  be  sufficiently  attrac- 
tive to  allow  to  remain.  Visitor  attendance  was  checked  on  a  number 
of  occasions  of  all  of  the  field  exhibits  and  statistics  obtained 
which  substantiates  the  above  remarks. 

The  museum  at  Mammoth  was  opened  on  June  13  and  has  been  opened 
from  8  to  5  each  day  since  then.  The  Old  Faithful  Museum  has  been 
opened  during  the  entire  month  but  statistics  of  attendance  and  in- 
formation service  have  been  supplied  only  since  June  19  when  Harold 
Brodrick,  Assistant  Park  Naturalist,  moved  to  Old  Faithful  to  take 
over  these  duties  and  patrol  the  basin  twice  each  day. 

Research  and  Observation: 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  McDougall  carried  on  a  considerable 
amount  of  work  preliminary  to  the  revision  of  "Plants  of  Yellowstone 
National  Park."  A  rough  draft  of  a  manuscript  on  eleven  of  the 
smaller  families  of  plants  was  prepared  and  a  key  to  the  genera  of 
grasses  found  in  the  park,  which  was  prepared  several  years  ago,  was 
revised  and  made  to  conform  to  present  knowledge  of  these  grasses. 

Mr.  McDougall  also  spent  one-half  day  in  studying  the  range  north 
of  Mammoth  and  found  that  the  dominant  species  in  the  area  were  found 
to  be  those  of  Palouse  Prairie. 

Library  Activities: 

A  librarian,  Miss  Priscilla  Foster,  was  employed  by  the  Yellow- 
stone Library  and  Museum  Association  and  she  began  work  on  June  21st. 
Miss  Foster  has  been  attending  the  Flora  Stone  Mather  College  of 
Western  Reserve  University  at  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

Books  and  pamphlets  received  during  the  last  few  months  are  being 
accessioned  and  checking  of  the  various  files  will  be  carried  on  in- 
cluding an  inventory  of  the  books  on  the  shelves.  The  pamphlet  inven- 
tory was  completed  before  she  arrived  by  LeRoy  Van  Cott  and  the  Park 
Naturalist.

Natural  History  Assooiation  Activities} 

The  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association  placed  books  on 
sale  at  the  Mammoth  Museum  on  the  13th  of  June  and  also  at  the  Old 
Faithful  Museum  on  the  20th  of  June. 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  McDougall  has  charge  of  the  sales  pub- 
lications and  accounts. 

Photographic  and  Other  Visual  Aids: 

The  darkroom  was  not  used  during  the  month  because  other  work 
took  up  the  time  of  the  naturalists » 

All  of  the  exposed  National  Park  Service  film  is  being  sent  to 
the  Photo  Nook  at  Billings,  Montana  for  developing  and  printing. 


PROPOSED  OUTLINE  OP  WORK  FOR  JULY 

Plans  have  been  completed  for  making  the  range  studies  necessary 
for  this  season.  Dr.  McDougall  will  work  with  District  Ranger  Grimm 
in  making  several  new  transects  and  reading  a  number  of  others  that 
have  been  established.  This  work  will  oocupy  about  one-half  of  his 
time  during  the  month  of  July.  The  other  half  will  be  used  in  museum 
duty  and  taking  care  of  the  sales  publications  accounts  and  other  rou- 
tine work. 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Brodrick  has  been  assigned  to  Old  Faith- 
ful where  he  will  take  care  of  the  sales  publications,  information  desk 
duty  for  part  of  the  day,  and  at  least  two  patrols  through  the  Upper 
Geyser  Basin  each  day  for  the  purpose  of  gathering  information  on  the 
geysers  and  protecting  the  thermal  features  and  formations.  He  has  also 
been  assigned  for  a  couple  of  hours  each  day  in  the  office  by  District 
Ranger  Bauman  when  the  other  men  are  off  to  meals. 

The  Park  Naturalist  will  be  on  museum  duty  at  Mammoth  about  one- 
half  of  his  time  during  the  month  of  July.  During  this  time  a  great 
deal  of  the  routine  office  matters  will  be  taken  care  of  as  the  at- 
tendance at  the  Mammoth  Museum  is  very  small.  However,  with  30  or  Uo 
people  coming  in  each  day  some  one  will  have  to  be  in  attendance  to 
answer  questions  and  to  look  after  the  care  of  the  museum. 
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During  the  remainder  of  the  time  supervision  and  inspection 
of  quarters  will  have  to  be  made,  some  conferences  will  bo  attended, 
together  with  other  duties  connected  with  the  Board  of  Survey,  and 
quarters  operation  at  Mammoth, 

The  Park  Naturalist  also  plans  to  supervise  the  installation  of 
the  Artist  Point  Exhibit  and  assist  in  such  protection  duties  as  he 
can  while  going  around  the  Park,  and  in  conferences  with  the  Chief 
Ranger's  Office, 

As  Acting  Regional  Naturalist,  Dr.  Bauer  has  two  reports  on 
Interpretive  Statements  of  Badlands  National  Monument  and  the  Grand 
Teton  National  Park.  It  is  his  intention  to  read  and  report  his 
findings  and  comments  on  these  statements  during  July.

During  the  sunnier  of  19l*2  sixteen  ranger  naturalists  were  employed 
as  of  July  1,  By  the  fifth  of  August  two  of  these  had  entered  the  Army 
Air  Corps  as  second  lieutenants  assigned  to  limited  duty  as  instructors. 
Several  others  left  before  the  olos®  of  the  season  for  military  or  other 
duties* 

One  roustabout  or  museum  caretaker  was  employed  during  the  season  of 
I9I42  and  none  during  the  season  of  19^3. 

Ho  ranger  naturalists  were  employed  during  the  season  of  I9h3» 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Harold  J.  Brodrick  was  assigned  to  the 
Old  Faithful  area  to  assist  the  district  ranger  in  any  way  possible  on 
protection  matters  and  to  take  care  of  the  museum  and  handle  such  sales 
publications  as  the  public  required* 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  MoDougall  was  also  assigned  to  the  ranger 
division  to  work  with  District  Hanger  Rudolf  Grimm  on  a  study  of  the 
northern  elk  herd  winter  range.  Dr.  MoDougall  gave  three  days  of  each 
week  to  this  work  throughout  the  summer.  This  year,  therefore,  the  work 
of  the  Naturalist  Division  has  been  divided  between  protection,  research, 
and  custodial  duties. 

The  Park  Naturalist  has  given  some  of  his  time  to  community  activities 
such  as  the  victory  garden,  the  mowing  and  care  of  the  lawns  in  the  Mam- 
moth area,  and  the  handling  of  quarters  for  employees.  He  has  assisted 
also  in  a  number  of  administrative  problems  besides  carrying  on  the  corres- 
pondence whioh  is  referred  to  the  Naturalist  Division  for  attention. 
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Park  Naturalist  Bauer  has  also  prepared  several  chapters  in  the  manuscript 
dealing  with  "Behind  the  Scenery  in  Yellowstone  National  Park."  Some  of 
these  chapters  have  involved  some  research  work. 

The  museums  were  closed  at  the  end  of  the  19^+2  season  as  follows; 

Rorris  Museum  August  3* 

Kadi son  Museum  September  7 

Fishing  Bridge  Museum  September  9 

Old  Faithful  Museum  September  II4. 

Mammoth  Museum  September  lij. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  19^3  season  only  two  museums  were  opened  to 
the  public  -  iiawcaoth  Museum  on  June  13,  and  Old  Faithful  Museum  on  May  12. 

The  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association  carried  on  the  sale  of 
books  to  a  limited  extent  during  the  summer  of  19U3  a>t  the  Mammoth  and 
Old  Faithful  museums.  Miss  Prlsoilla  Foster  was  hired  as  the  temnorary 
librarian  for  the  summer  of  19U3» 

The  funds  of  the  Association  are  muoh  less  than  in  previous  years  be- 
cause sales  have  dropped  off  considerably  the  last  two  seasons.  The  her- 
barium project  was  completed  last  season  and  the  work  of  Miss  Susan  Fry 
and  her  assistant,  Lillian  Winiecke  proved  to  be  very  satisfactory.  Dr. 
W.  B.  MoDougall,  Assistant  Perk  Naturalist,  has  checked  the  herbium  and  added 
over  100  specimens  to  the  herbarium  which  were  sent  for  identification  to 
specialists. 

Work  on  obtaining  oopies  of  newspaper  files  from  the  Livingston  library 
has  been  postponed  beoause  of  lack  of  help  and  the  same  is  true  of  the  work 
on  printing  the  microfilm.  During  the  year  we  received  six  reels  of  mioro- 
film  from  the  National  Archives  on  departmental  correspondence  relating  to 
Yellowstone  National  Park  between  the  years  187&  and  1878. 

About  130  linear  feet  of  shelving  has  been  added  to  the  library  during 
the  past  year  and  the  books  have  been  placed  in  order.  The  inventory  for 
this  year  is  completed.

GENERAL t 

The  marked  characteristic  of  the  month  of  July  was  th©  steady  travel. 
Although  it  was  not  large,  the  dally  travel  was  very  uniform  and  the  museum 
at  Mammoth  and  at  Old  Faithful  received  about  JQ  and  80  visitors  a  day  re- 
spectively* 

Protective  work  by  Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Brodriok  in  the  Upper  Oeyser 
Basin  relieved  members  of  the  regular  ranger  staff  for  other  duties  and  he 
covered  the  basin  at  least  twice  each  day.  Cases  of  vandalism  are  much  re- 
duced in  this  area  this  season. 

Administration : 

Special  Activities,  oonferenoes; 

A  staff  conference  of  Division  Heads  of  Yellowstone  National  Park  was 
held  on  July  6.  Other  oonferenoes  were  held  with  the  Superintendent  and 
Assistant  Superintendent  several  times  each  week. 

On  July  17  a  conference  with  the  Chemical  Warfare  group  including  Dr. 
Malcolm  Dole,  Dr.  Brooks,  and  Captain  Hitter  resulted  in  persuading  them  to 
use  some  other  area  outside  of  Yellowstone  National  Park  for  their  experimental 
work.  Later  on  the  same  day  a  conference  was  held  with  Director  Drury, 
Messrs.  Cahalane,  Murie,  Rogers,  Evans,  Barrows,  Johnston,  and  Bauer  on  the 
elk  program,  particularly  with  regard  to  census  taking  of  live  and  dead  ani- 
mals and  the  management  of  the  elk  herd  for  this  coming  season. 

Howard  Baker  of  the  Regional  Office  visited  th©  Park  from  July  17  to 
July  20.  On  July  17  the  Park  Naturalist  had  a  conference  with  Mr.  Baker  on 
the  interpretive  statements  for  the  Master  Plan  and  other  matters  pertaining 
to  the  Master  Plan  for  Yellowstone  National  Park. 

On  July  JO  and  31  w©  were  visited  by  a  group  of  scientists  from  the 
Carnegie  Museum  of  Pittsburgh.  The  party  included  Dr.  Avinoff,  Director  of 
the  Museum,  Dr.  LeRoy  Kay,  Geologist,  and  Mr.  Kenneth  Doutt,  Biologist, 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  MoDougall  spent  three  days  of  each  week  on 
field  work  on  the  winter  elk  range. 
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Personnel,  labor; 

Park  Naturalist  Bauer  was  on  duty  all  month. 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  McDougall  was  on  duty  all  month. 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Brodriok  was  on  duty  all  month. 

Clerk  LeRoy  Van  Cott  was  on  duty  all  month  except  15  minutes  of 
annual  leave  on  the  15th  and  !».  hours  sick  leave  on  July  27th» 

Librarian  Priscilla  Foster  was  employed  by  the  Yellowstone  Library 
and  Museum  Association  and  was  on  duty  all  month. 

Interpretation; 

Interpretive  Contacts; 

The  statistics  are  shown  in  the  sheet  attached.  Most  of  the  contact 
work  involves  talking  with  individuals  or  small  groups, 

A  party  of  63  students  from  the  School  of  Field  Geology  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Missouri  visited  the  museum  on  July  10th,  Another  group  of  10 
students  of  the  Princeton  School  of  Field  Geology  visited  the  museum  early 
in  the  month. 

Statistical  rieport; 

The  statistical  report  for  the  month  of  July  is  attaohed  hereto. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits; 

Progress  of  Exhibit  Plans  and  Projects; 

Some  progress  was  made  on  the  preparation  of  the  Artist  Point  Exhibit, 
We  are  now  waiting  for  the  superstructure  to  be  set  up  at  the  proper  loca- 
tion so  that  the  case  can  be  put  into  it. 

Researoh  and  Observation; 

Some  records  of  the  geyser  activity  are  being  kept  this  season  by 
Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Brodrick.  However,  these  records  will  apply  only 
to  a  few  of  the  geysers  in  the  Upper  Basin  and  will  not  be  as  complete  as 
in  previous  seasons. 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  McDougall  is  carrying  on  studies  on  the 
winter  elk  range  which  will  probably  be  submitted  in  a  report  through  the 
Chief  Ranger, 
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The  following  is  a  report  by  Assistant  Park  Naturalist  of  the  geysers 
observed  during  July,  191+3* 

Old  Faithful:  Longest  recorded  interval  was  81+-1/2  minutes.  Shortest 
"~"~~  interval  39  minutes.  Intervals  between  eruptions  during  daytime 
averaged  63,1+5  minutes  this  month,  37  6  eruptions. 

Grand:  Has  been  very  irregular  this  month,  running  from  32  to  over 
~~90  hour  intervals,  No  aocurage  average  can  be  compiled  as 
several  eruptions  oooured  at  night.  Twelve  eruptions  were  re- 
corded as  follows: 

July  2  -  1:30  p,m,     July  15  -  late  evening 
July  5  -  2:30  p.m.     July  20  -  3:00  p.m. 
July  7  -  8:20  p.m,     July  22  -  10:00  a.m, 
July  10  -  1+  or  5  a»m»   July  25  -  8:1+5  P»m. 
July  li+  -  1:00  p.m*     July  28  -  12:20  p.m. 
July  30  or  31 »  around  midnight  or  soon  after. 

Giant t     Two  eruptions  this  month,  the  first  recorded  since  winter. 
July  8  -  U:50  p.m.  duration  1  hour  20  min. 
July  23  -  5 '58  p.m,  duration  1  hour  15  min. 
The  eruptions  were  not  exceptionally  high. 

Beehive:  Reported  by  two  visitors  near  it  to  have  erupted  briefly  to 
about  150  feet  in  height  on  July  23,  at  i+t  50  p.m.  Not  observed 
by  me  as  I  was  at  the  north  end  of  the  geyser  basin  at  the  time 
and  also  the  ranger  on  duty  at  the  office  was  in  the  back  office. 

Riverside:  Has  erupted  consistently  at  d-l/U  hour  Intervals  with  oc- 
casional slightly  longer  periods  this  month.  Duration  including 
steam  phase  about  25  minutes. 

Daisy:  Has  been  in  action  regularly  at  intervals  averaging  about  2- 1/1+ 
"nours  with  a  few  longer  ones  recorded  as  well  as  several  from 
1-3/2+  hours  to  2  hour  intervals.  Volume  quite  good  with  duration 
about  3- 1/2  minutes. 

Castle:  Has  been  very  active  this  month,  not  only  in  frequency  but  in 
size.  District  Ranger  Bauman  states  that  it  has  been  more  regular 
in  eruptions  and  with  more  volume  and  height  than  he  has  ever  seen 
it  previously.  On  8  days,  2  daily  eruptions  were  recorded  averag- 
ing about  H-l/2  hours  apart.  On  ll+  other  days  the  eruptions  oc- 
curred about  noon  which  would  throw  the  second  one  about  midnight. 
Duration  about  20  or  25  minutes  with  the  following  hour  or  more  of 
steam  phase.  Height  running  from  30  or  1+0  to  50  feet  with  an  oc- 
casional 60  feet  or  greater  spurt. 
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Lion:  Had  9  active  phases  that  were  observed  this  month,  each 
"  ranging  from  3  to  7  eruptions  during  the  day. 

Grotto:  Has  been  quite  active  with  an  occasional  play  from  Rooket 
""and  a  number  by  the  un-named  geyser  in  the  Grotto  drain.  I 
haven't  seen  the  Drain  in  a  complete  action  but  have  seen  it 
finishing  several  times  and  it  has  been  reported  by  visitors 
to  have  played  to  about  50  feet. 

Rainbow  Pool:  Is  very  active,  erupting  to  from  5  to  10  feet  every 
five  minutes  or  so  with  eruptions  of  very  short  duration  but 
with  an  occasional  longer  one  to  15  or  20  feet  and  two  that 
have  been  observed  to  reach  from  I4O  to  60  feet  in  height.  A 
more  detailed  study  will  be  made  of  the  pool. 

Lone  Star:  Seven  records  of  Lone  Star  eruptions  were  made  largely 
through  the  aid  of  reports  from  visitors.  The  only  oonsecutlve 
reoord  is  on  the  2ijth  with  one  at  2jU5  P»*a«  ^d  one  at  6:05  p.m. , 
a  J  hour  20  minute  interval. 

Library  Activities: 

Accessioning  of  books  has  been  carried  on  during  the  month  and  many 
items  have  been  filed.  In  addition,  Miss  Foster,  Librarian,  hasdone  some 
subject  indexing  on  geysers  and  hot  springs.  Toward  the  end  of  the  month 
we  began  an  inventory  of  the  book  stacks.

GENERAL : 

The  month  of  August  was  even  quieter  from  the  standpoint  of  travel 
than  July,  The  Park  JTuturalist  accompanied  the  Superintendent  and  the 
Public  Lands  Committee  of  the  Rouse  to  the  Jackson  Hole  hearings  and  spent 
a  week  in  conducting  parties  of  congressmen  and  senators  in  the  Park  and 
provided  transportation  to  and  from  the  Jackson  Hole  hearings. 

Administration : 

Special  Activities,  conferences! 

No  regular  staff  conference  was  held  during  the  month  of  August  but 
numerous  conferences  v»ere  held  with  the  Superintendent  and  other  division 
heads  on  various  programs  of  work  oarried  on. 

We  have  had  a  few  visits  from  national  personalities  such  as  Mr, 
Kenneth  Reid,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Izaao  Walton  League  and  Mr,  FrantZ- 
Lipp,  art  photographer  of  Chicago. 

Personnel,  labor: 

Park  Naturalist  Bauer  was  on  duty  all  month. 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  HoDougall  was  on  duty  all  month. 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Brodrick  was  on  duty  all  month. 

Clerk  LeRoy  Van  Cott  was  on  duty  all  month  except  l-l/2  days  of  slok 
leave  and  2  days  and  1  hour  of  annual  leave. 

Librarian  Prise ilia  Foster,  employed  by  the  Yellowstone  Library  and 
Museum  association,  was  on  duty  all  month. 

Interpretive  Contacts; 

Aside  from  the  personal  oontaots  made  in  the  museums  and  in  the  geyser 
basins  very  little  service  was  rendered  to  the  visitors  along  this  line. 
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The  temporary  ranger,  Harold  Riohardson,  gave  two  talks  in  Cooke, 
Montana  for  the  benefit  of  the  citizens  up  there  in  whioh  he  used  movie 
film  and  slides,  some  of  whioh  were  supplied  from  the  Yellowstone  col- 
lection. It  is  reported  th^t  at  the  first  showing  he  had  70  in  attendance 
and  at  the  second  one,  about  hfi.

Research  and  Observation 

Further  records  were  accumulated  by  Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Brod- 
riok  on  the  activities  of  the  geysers  during  the  month  of  August  and  the 
report  has  been  submitted.

Giant  -  Two  eruptions  this  month.  August  3  at  2:55  P»ra.  duration  of 
1  hour  25  minutes.  August  30,  1:20  p.m.  The  small  vents  around  Giant  con- 
tinued very  active. 

Beehive  -  One  very  nioe  eruption  on  August  19  at  7:50  p.m.  duration 
8  minutes,  height  to  185  feet. 

Riverside  -  has  erupted  rather  consistently  at  about  8-l/U  hour  inter- 
vals with  a  few  longer  periods  and  several  shorter  ones.  The  minimum  re- 
corded is  7  hours  55  minutes.  Duration  is  normal. 

Daisy  -  has  continued  to  be  rather  irregular  with  most  eruptions  run- 
ning from  2  to  2-1/2  hour  intervals,  with  some  a  little  longer  and  some 
shorter.  Duration  3~l/2  minutes. 

Castle  -  has  continued  very  active  and  comparatively  regular.  On  17 
days  it  erupted  in  the  middle  of  the  day,  lU  of  which  ran  from  12:50  to 
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1:30  p#m,  starting  time.  On  13  days  it  was  on  the  morning  and  evening 
phase,  at  from  6  to  7:3°  a.m.  and  5*30  to  7s3°  p.m.  Height  and  duration 
the  same  as  for  July, 

Lion  -  Six  active  phases  this  month  ranging  from  3  to  6  eruptions  of 
3  to  6  minute  duration  with  a  number  of  other  single  eruptions  recorded. 

Grotto  -  has  been  active  as  usual  with  an  occasional  eruption  of  the 
drain  reported.  Unfortunately  I  have  been  able  to  witness  only  two  or 
three  of  the  drain. 

Lone  Star  -  10  records  of  eruptions  were  made  through  reports  from 
visitors.  ITo  consecutive  eruptions  however. 

Great  Fountain  -  Three  reports  of  eruptions  made.  None  consecutive. 

Pink  Cone  -  Two  records  of  eruptions  wade.   August  23  by  District 
Ranger  Baunan.  It  seemed  to  be  finishing  eruption  to  15  or  20  feett 
August  25,  reported  by  visitors.  Observed  for  15  minutes  while  active, 
eruption  from  30  to  I4.5  feet  in  height. 

The  following  were  also  seen  in  action:  Sawmill,  Rainbow  Fool,  Oblong, 
Bulger,  Turban,  Spasmodic,  Anemone,  Tardy,  Triplet  Vents,  Little  Cub, 
Spouter,  Artemisia,  and  several  un-named  ones. 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Walter  UcDougall  has  continued  studies  of 
the  winter  elk  range.  This  work  has  occupied  about  half  his  time  in  the 
field  and  in  addition  while  serving  as  attendant  to  the  museum  he  has  used 
most  of  his  spare  time  in  studying  the  data  which  has  been  accumulated 
throughout  the  summer  in  connection  with  these  range  studies.

GENERAL t 

The  travel  for  the  month  of  September  continued  at  a  rather  steady  flow 
about  as  it  has  all  summer.  The  weather  for  the  entire  month  was  exceptionally 
fine. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  month  was  a  visit  to  the  Park  by  a  motor 
truck  battalion  of  the  quartermaster  Corps.  About  $00  men  and  officers 
bivouaoked  at  Old  Faithful  for  two  days  and  two  nights.  During  their  sojourn 
about  200  of  the  officers  and  men  were  taken  around  the  south  loop  in  two 
groups  conducted  by  Park  Naturalist  Bauer  and  Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Brod- 
riok  respectively.  The  men  were  very  much  interested  and  very  appreciative 
of  the  Park  values.  The  trip  was  taken  on  September  29  • 

Administration t 

Special  activities,  conferences; 

On  September  25  and  26  the  Absaroka  Wildlife  Conservation  Committee  met 
in  the  Park  to  examine  the  winter  range  of  the  northern  Yellowstone  elk  herd* 
About  2i+  men  representing  various  organizations  including  the  Montana  Fish 
and  Game  Commission  and  the  Forest  Service  met  in  the  Lamar  Ranger  Station. 
After  riding  the  range  in  three  groups  on  Saturday  they  all  met  at  the  Lamar 
Ranger  Station  formerly  known  as  the  Buffalo  Ranch  and  the  meeting  was  held  on 
Sunday  which  so  far  as  the  Park  Service  was  concerned  was  for  the  purpose  of 
eduoating  those  present  in  the  problems  connected  with  the  management  of  the 
northern  elk  herd  and  hence  basically  dealt  with  the  condition  of  the  range  at 
this  time.  The  meeting  proved  to  be  very  successful. 

Personnel ,  labor? 

Park  Naturalist  Bauer  was  on  duty  all  month  with  the  exoeption  of  annual 
leave  from  September  ll+  to  September  23  inclusive  at  which  timehe  visited 
Mt.  Rainier  National  Park. 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  MoDougall  was  on  duty  all  month. 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Brodriok  was  on  duty  all  month. 

Clerk  LeRoy  Van  Cott  was  on  duty  all  month  except  U  hours  on  the  17th# 
30  minutes  on  the  18th,  and  5  hours  on  the  21st. 
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Librarian  Prisoilla  Foster  worked  in  the  library  until  noon  of  September 
11  whioh  was  the  termination  of  her  service8. 

Interpretive  Contacts 

The  Old  Faithful  Museum  was  open  practically  the  entire  month  of  September 
although  the  naturalist  was  not  on  duty  at  that  point  after  the  12th  of  the 
month.  Prior  to  the  12th  Mr.  Brodrick  oontinued  his  basin  patrols  and  gave 
cone  talks  at  Old  Faithful.  After  that  time  the  fence  around  Old  Faithful 
was  put  up  and  the  District  Ranger  kept  the  museum  open  only  incidental  to 
the  ranger  work  and  the  fact  that  the  district  ranger's  offioe  is  in  the  mu- 
seum. The  Mammoth  Museum  was  open  until  the  close  of  the  7th  and  later  on  in 
the  month  if  parties  requested  to  see  the  museum  they  were  permitted  to  come 
in  and  look  over  the  exhibits* 

Statistical  Report 

The  statistical  report  for  the  month  of  September  is  attached  hereto. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

The  museum  at  Mammoth  was  closed  on  the  7th.  Old  Faithful  museum  was 
closed  on  the  12th.  Fishing  Bridge,  Madison  Junction,  and  Norris  Museums  were 
visited  twice  during  the  month  to  inspect  and  prepare  them  for  the  winter. 
Mouse  traps  have  been  set  and  emptied  on  two  occasions  and  further  checking  of 
the  stulls  to  prevent  cave  in  of  the  roofs  will  be  made  in  October. 

Research  and  Observation 

Park  Naturalist  Bauer  has  examined  some  glacial  deposits  which  indicate 
that  they  have  been  oemented  by  hot.  silica-bearing  water  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  Poroupine  Hills  and  the  Twin  Buttes  of  the  Lower  Geyser  Basin.  Some  of 
these  consolidated  drift  deposits  are  responsible  for  the  topographic  ele- 
vation of  the  Porcupine  Hills  and  Twin  Buttes  and  other  areas  in  the  vicinity. 
In  fact  the  presence  of  the  drift  itself  is  probably  largely  due  to  the  fact 
that  hot  springs  have  existed  there  since  before  the  glacial  period. 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Walter  B.  McDougall  prepared  a  report  on  his  range 
studies  for  submission  to  District  Ranger  Rudolf  Grimm  who  had  charge  of  the 
range  studies  this  summer*  Dr.  McDougall  also  prepared  a  key  for  the  grasses 
which  were  found  in  the  winter  elk  range.  This  key  has  been  placed  in  the  file 
of  the  herbarium  at  the  beginning  of  the  section  on  grasses.

GENERAL; 

The  weather  this  month  has  been  more  varied  with  the  first  half  very 
fine  while  the  last  half  was  partially  pleasant  interspersed  with  brief 
periods  of  snow  squalls 0   rain  and  cloudiness.  Travel  was  noticeably  lower. 

Another  motor  truck  group  of  the  quartermaster  Corps  visited  the  park 
on  the  6th  of  the  month,  camping  at  Old  Faithful  on  the  nights  of  the  5"^ 
and  6th.  Assistant  Park  naturalists  McDougall  and  Brodrick  each  escorted 
groups  of  about  115  men  around  the  lower  loop  on  a  7-1/2  hour  trip.  The  men 
were  very  appreciative  and  seemed  to  be  even  more  interested  than  the  pre- 
vious group, 

Admini ■ t rat  ion ; 

Special  Activities,  conferences: 

No  regular  staff  conference  was  held  during  the  month  but  a  number  of 
conferences  were  held  by  the  Park  Naturalist  with  the  Superintendent, 
Assistant  Superintendent,  and  other  Division  Heads  on  various  phases  of  the 
work.  The  Park  Naturalist  attended  several  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Survey 
and  also  conferred  with  Mr.  Olaus  Murie,  discussing  bison  and  bear  studies.

Park  Naturalist  Bauer  was  on  duty  all  month,  except  1  day  sick  leave  Oct. 30 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  McDougall  was  on  duty  all  month  except  one 
day  of  annual  leave  on  October  9  and  three  hours  on  the  26th  at  which  time 
he  left  for  Death  Valley  National  Monument  where  he  is  being  transferred, 
reporting  there  for  duty  on  November  1.  He  also  took  annual  leave  on 
October  30th, 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Brodrick  was  on  duty  all  month  escept  three 
days  of  annual  leave  on  the  1st,  2nd,  and  l6th  of  the  month. 

Clerk  LeRoy  Van  Cott  was  on  duty  half  days  all  month  except  one  hour 
on  the  11th,  and  annual  leave  taken  on  the  lij.th  and  29th. 
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Interpretive  Contaots: 

No  regular  interpretive  activities  were  carried  out  this  month  with 
the  exception  of  the  soldier  convoy.  Both  Mammoth  and  Old  Faithful  Museums 
are  closed.  However,  any  visitors  that  oall  are  permitted  to  see  the 
Mammoth  exhibits  and  several  of  them  stopped  to  see  the  museums  during  the 
month. 

Statistical  Report 

The  statistical  report  for  the  month  of  October  is  attached  hereto. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

The  exhibit  at  Artist  Point  was  put  in  place  the  first  of  the  month 
and  winter  shutters  made  and  put  up.  The  Park  Naturalist  and  Assistant 
Park  Naturalist  Brodrick  made  an  all  day  trip  on  the  ll+th  to  inspect  all 
of  the  museums.  The  mouse  traps  were  empties  and  reset  and  inventories 
made  at  Canyon  and  Tower  Falls. 

Research  and  Observation 

Park  Naturalist  Bauer  continued  his  studies  on  glaciation  and  made  a 
trip  with  Superintendent  Rogers  and  Mr.  Haynes  to  Mary  Lake  on  the  5th 
returning  on  the  6th  for  further  study.  Several  interesting  observations 
were  made.  He  also  spent  considerable  time  with  Clerk  Van  Cott  in  check- 
ing over  the  Place  Name  file.  Studies  on  several  subjects  wero  made  and 
memoranda  written  including  a  report  on  naturalist  activities  requested  by 
the  Director,  for  use  at  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  hearings.

Our  statistics  with  regard  to  numbers  of  visitors  served,  guided  trips, 
lectures,  museum  attendance  and  so  forth  are  all  made  up  on  the  basis  of  the 
travel  year  -  October  1  to  September  JO.   If  you  require  a  division  according 
to  the  fiscal  year  please  advise  us  as  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  up  a  new 
set  of  figures*

The  naturalists  hare  worked  -with  the  rangers  in  all  phases  of  protection 
work  including  fire  prevention  and  fire  suppression,  prevention  of  geyser 
and  hot  spring  spoliation  and  patrolling  of  geyser  areas,  traffic  control 
and  instruction  to  visitors  on  rules  and  regulations,  also  wildlife  manage- 
ment problems  and  problems  relating  to  bears  and  bear  control  and  protection 
of  visitors.  In  all  these  matters  naturalists  have  assisted  and  taken  active 
part  in  planning  and  executing  protection  objectives. 

In  the  season  of  19ij2  we  were  able  to  man  five  museums  and  information 
desks.  In  19^3  we  were  able  to  keep  only  two  museums  open  to  the  public. 
In  19U3  all  oaiapfire  programs,  nature  walks,  and  guided  trips  were  discon- 
tinued* A  few  special  parties  were  handled  as  indicated  in  the  attached  sta- 
tistical reports* 

Greater  interest  by  military  groups  was  shown  in  19i+3  than  19i|2.  Several 
units  asked  for  guided  trips  around  the  park  or  the  south  loop  drive  and 
over  the  geyser  basins.  This  service  we  supplied  when  asked  to  do  so  though 
we  did  not  have  sufficient  personnel  to  care  for  all  the  groups  coming  in* 
A  few  special  talks  and  illustrated  lectures  were  given  at  Tipper  Geyser  Basin, 
by  request*  Talks  were  given  at  the  eruption  of  Old  Faithful  Geyser  eight 
or  ten  times  each  day.  Some  of  them  were  given  by  seasonal  rangers  but  most 
by  the  Assistant  Park  naturalist* 

For  the  summary  of  numbers  served,  guided  trips,  lectures,  museum 
exhibit  attendance  for  19^3  &s  contrasted  with  19li2   see  the  two  attached 
statistical  reports* 

Research  has  been  done  on  methods  of  geyser  protection  and  several  mem- 
oranda prepared*  Flans  have  been  made  for  information  booths  at  the  entrance 
gates  which  will  aid  the  work  of  park  protection  greatly,  by  furnishing  needed 
instruction  on  rules,  regulations  and  general  information  to  the  visitor  at 
the  beginning  of  his  trip  instead  of  taking  a  chance  on  contacting  him  later 
or  probably  failing  to  contact  him  at  all.  Such  plans  for  100^  control  of 
visitors  will  be  especially  needed  in  poet-war  times  when  the  large  numbers 
will  again  be  coming  to  our  gates* 

Research  on  the  condition  of  the  northern  Yellowstone  elk  winter  range 
was  carried  on  this  summer.  An  assistant  park  naturalist  gave  one  half  of 
his  time  to  this  project  during  July  and  August,  Other  than  the  above,  re- 
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search  has  been  reduced  to  the  minimum*   The  Park  Naturalist  has  made  some 
historical  investigations  and  in  odd  moments  has  examined  some  unusual  gla- 
cial deposits  which  have  been  brought  about  by  excessive  melting  of  the 
glaciers  in  connection  with  ancient  hot  springs  and  geysers.  Some  of  these 
deposits  are  unusually  large  and  are  indurated  by  silica-bearing  hot  waters 
so  that  they  stand  up  in  resistant  masses  such  as  the  Porcupine  Bills  and 
Twin  Buttes  in  the  Lower  Geyser  Basin* 

Routine  observations  of  wildlife  and  general  park  conditions  have  been 
carried  on  so  far  as  possible.  But  with  regard  to  the  Trumpeter  Swan  studies 
which  were  carried  on  by  former  naturalists  Oberhansley  and  Condon,  we  have 
had  very  little  time  to  devote  to  this  matter*  In  spite  of  the  fact  that 
this  year  has  been  a  rather  critical  one  for  all  forms  of  wildlife  since  we 
had  the  deepest  snows  and  most  prolonged  winter  season  which  we  have  had  in 
this  area  since  1919  and  1920* 

The  publication  of  Mature  Notes  was  discontinued  in  June  19i+2.  No 
other  publication  has  been  issued  to  take  its  place  and  such  observations 
as  are  being  made  are  placed  on  cards  in  the  card  file*  The  Park  Naturalist 
prepared  a  manuscript  in  19^0  and  19^1-1  on  "Behind  the  Scenery  in  Yellowstone 
National  Park,"  Some  work  has  been  done  on  it  in  the  last  two  years  but 
while  the  manuscript  has  been  worked  over  and  placed  in  good  condition  the 
illustrations  are  still  lacking  and  probably  will  not  be  prepared  until 
postwar  conditions  permit.  Assistant  Park  Naturalist  IJcDougall  has  a  manu- 
script of  several  years1  standing  on  the  Plants  of  the  Big  Bend  National 
Park*  He  has  done  a  little  work  on  this  in  spare  moments  during  the  last 
summer*  The  book  entitled  "Plants  of  Yellowstone  national  Park"  of  which  he 
is  coauthor  with  Mrs.  Herma  Baggley  is  in  need  of  revision.  Dr.  McDougall 
has  spent  considerable  of  his  own  time  this  summer  in  planning  this  revision. 
The  actual  work  involved  is  rather  large  and  since  he  is  leaving  Yellowstone 
he  will  not  be  able  to  carry  on  this  work  in  the  near  future* 

The  Park  Naturalist  has  done  some  editorial  work  on  manuscripts  on  the 
parks  prepared  by  others  and  has  reviewed  the  interpretive  statements  for 
Grand  Teton  National  Park.  Isle  Koyale  National  Park,  and  the  Badlands 
National  Monument.  He  also  prepared  in  the  winter  of  191*2  an  interpretive 
statement  for  Death  Valley  National  Monument  and  in  addition  to  reviewing 
the  plans  for  Dinosaur  National  Monument  lias  been  on  the  committee  which  has 
prepared  plans  for  the  future  development  of  Dinosaur  National  Monument 
and  the  museum  which  is  contemplated  at  that  place* 

During  the  past  season  very  few  collecting  permits  have  been  issued. 
The  only  one  that  we  have  listed  was  issued  to  Doctors  Avinoff  and  LeRoy  Kay 
and  Mr.  Kenneth  Doutt  of  the  Carnegie  Institution  of  Pittsburgh.  This  was 
issued  for  certain  types  of  insects  and  rock  specimens  which  are  present  in 
Yellowstone* 

The  past  season  the  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association  has  em- 
ployed a  librarian  for  the  library  and  much  progress  has  been  made  in  organlsa* 
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tion  and  indexing  some  of  the  books  and  pamphlets.  The  shelving  space  in 
the  library  -was  augmented  by  adding  150  linear  feet  of  shelving  last  winter 
and  the  library  book  stacks  have  been  expanded  so  as  to  accommodate  the 
books  in  a  much  more  orderly  fashion  and  inventories  were  completed  of 
both  the  books  in  the  stacks  and  the  pamphlets  in  the  pamphlet  files. 
The  Yellowstone  Library  has  added  about  $175*00  worth  of  books  this  past 
year  and  also  done  considerable  binding  of  periodicals  and  some  repair  of 
books • 

Our  kodaslide  collection  now  consists  of  about  21+00  kod&slides  which 
cover  the  field  of  natural  history  and  some  historical  subject  matter. 
However,  we  do  not  have  anywhere  near  the  number  of  duplicates  that  we 
will  need  for  use  after  the  war  so  it  will  be  necessary  to  carry  on  this 
work  as  vigorously  as  possible  to  have  enough  available  for  our  campfire  pro- 
grams. 

We  have  added  several  reels  of  colored  film  to  our  library  of  motion 
pictures  and  last  year  supplied  the  National  Park  Service  with  a  1600  foot 
reel  and  script  for  the  sound  track  with  goes  with  this  reel.  The  Director *s 
Office  made  this  film  on  Yellowstone  national  Park  available  to  the  Interior 
Department  and  the  State  Department  who  are  having  it  duplicated  for  dis- 
tribution to  the  various  countries  of  the  world. 

We  have  also  sent  kodaslides  to  the  Interior  Department  for  the  pre- 
paration of  film  strips  in  color  and  in  black  and  white.  Other  exchanges 
have  been  made  with  national  parks  and  national  monuments. 

For  Yellowstone  national  Park  there  has  been  no  significant  museum 
acquisitions  this  past  year.  However,  we  have  exchanged  some  museum  items 
with  other  Park  Service  museums  and  sent  several  items  that  would  be  of 
considerable  value  to  other  museums  to  them  with  the  approval  of  the  Museum 
Board, 

Custer  Battlefield  national  Cemetery  has  acquired  some  very  valuable 
material  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  George  A.  Custer  but  this  material  will  not 
be  described  here  as  a  statement  regarding  this  material  will  probably  be 
received  from  Superintendent  Luce. 

It  is  very  certain  that  the  naturalist  work  in  Yellowstone  national 
Park  is  contributing  vitally  to  the  protection,  preservation,  and  maintenance 
of  the  natural  features,  structures,  collections,  library,  museum  exhibits, 
and  other  property.  It  is  contributing  also  to  the  protection  of  the  park 
through  proper  patrolling  of  geyser  basins,  giving  of  information  and  advice 
to  visitors,  supplying  them  with  publications  and  so  far  as  possible  with 
guided  trips  for  the  military  groups  which  enter  the  park. 

Some  research  of  wildlife  management  problems  and  help  in  the  manage- 
ment thereof  is  being  given  and  it  is  believed  that  this  cannot  be  further 
reduced  without  jeopardising  some  wildlife  groups,  especially  Trumpeter  Swan. 
The  work  which  is  now  being  carried  on  is  believed  essential  to  the  care 
of  the  Park  and  its  wildlife  and  the  protection  of  visitors.

GENERAL « 

The  weather  In  November  was  very  good,  the  autumn  season  was  prolonged,  and 
winter  did  not  cone  until  December  1st.  Two  field  trips  were  taken  during  the 
month  and  the  rest  of  the  time  was  spent  in  photographic  and  darkroom  work, 
making  illustrations  for  several  manuscripts,  in  studying  Western  History,  and 
Place  Names,  and  preparing  some  extra  chapters  for  the  manuscript  on  Yellowstone. 

Speoial  Activities,  conferences: 

No  special  activities  or   conferences  were  held  during  the  month. 

Plans  for  the  winter  were  discussed  with  Park  Naturalist  Harold  Brodriek. 

Personnel;  labor; 

Park  Naturalist  Bauer  was  on  duty  all  month  except  three  days  of  sick  leave. 

Park  Naturalist  Brodriok  was  on  duty  all  month  exoept  one  day  of  annual 
leave  on  November  7» 

Clerk  LeRoy  Van  Gott  was  on  duty  all  month  except  one  day  of  annual  leave. 
Statistical  Report 

The  statistical  report  for  the  month  of  November  is  attached. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

We  are  having  a  case  made  for  the  Seventh  Cavalry  guidon  which  was  found  on 
Custer  Battlefield  and  has  been  turned  over  to  us  to  prepare  for  exhibition. 

Kesearoh  and  Observation 

Park  Naturalist  Bauer  visited  the  Lake  area  with  Superintendent  Rogers  and 
Assistant  Superintendent  Johnston  on  November  22  and  found  in  the  areas  around 
the  outlet  of  the  lake  and  on  the  river  as  far  as  Alum  Creek  75  swans.  Fifteen 
of  this  group  were  definitely  identified  as  Trumpeter  Swan  cygnets  inasmuch  as 
they  were  gray.  As  for  the  other  60  birds  it  is  probable  that  some  of  them  were 
Whistling  Swans  since  these  birds  do  visit  the  Park  in  the  fall.  However,  it 
was  a  little  late  for  Whistling  Swans  on  November  22. 
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Park  Naturalist  Harold  Brodrick  has  been  assigned  research  in  connection 
with  the  animal  and  bird  life  of  the  .""ark  and  is  studying  the  literature  on 
the  subject.  Fe  has  also  been  requested  to  become  familiar  with  the  literature 
on  Trumpeter  Swan  including  the  recent  reports  prepared  by  Oberhansley  and 
Condon  i  n  this  Park. 

Clerk  Van  Cott  has  been  working  much  of  his  tine  this  month  on  the  Place 
Name  file  adding  quotations  from  the  reports  of  the  United  States  Board  on 
Geographic  T7ar.es  to  the  cards,  also  quotations  from  the  literature  referring 
to  the  naming  of  certain  features,  also  correcting  numerous  errors  that  have 
crept  into  the  information  on  nlace  Names.

REPORT  OF  THE  NATURALIST  DIVISION  FOR 
DECEMBER  19U3 

GENERAL: 

December  did  not  bring  on  very  heavy  winter  weather.  There  were  a  few  light 
snows  but  the  weather  was  by  no  means  as  severe  as  it  was  last  year.  Some  vaca- 
tion was  taken  during  the  month  by  each  one  of  the  members  of  the  Naturalist  Di- 
vision, and  most  of  the  month  was  occupied  in  routine  matters. 

Special  activities,  conferences; 

During  the  month  the  Park  Naturalist  prepared  a  report  on  the  living  quarters 
in  the  Park  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  Park  Engineer  and  Chief  Clerk  made  a 
tabulation  of  all  the  quarters,  answering  the  questions  asked  by  the  [Regional 
Office.  Numerous  conferences  were  held  on  this  matter  and  also  a  number  of  con- 
ferences were  held  with  Acting  Superintendent  Johnston  on  general  problems  and  par- 
ticularly with  regard  to  quarters  and  the  bison  reduction  program. 

Personnel,  labor; 

Park  Naturalist  Bauer  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  five  days  of  annual 
leave. 

Park  Naturalist  Brodrick  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  five  days  of  annual 
leave. 

Clerk  LeRoy  Van  Cott  was  on  duty  all  month  except  1  and  7/52  days  of  annual 
leave • 

Statistical  Report; 

With  regard  to  the  Statistical  Report,  there  is  nothing  to  report  except  the 
total  number  of  visitors  which  came  into  the  Park,  This  figure  is  reported  at 
the  end  of  this  report.  Until  such  time  as  naturalist  activities  are  resumed,  the 
Statistical  Report  will  be  omitted. 

Research  and  Observation; 

The  Park  Naturalist  did  some  historical  research  on  the  bison  in  the  Yellow- 
stone Park  region;  also  supervised  some  of  the  work  being  done  on  buildings  and 
roads  to  obtain  a  history  of  the  constructional  development  in  the  Parkj  also  did 
some  researoh  on  Place  Names* 

Park  Naturalist  Brodrick  has  done  some  research  on  the  animals  of  Yellowstone 
Park  and  has  prepared  some  pen  and  ink  drawings.  He  has  also  done  some  historical 
reading,  particularly  to  become  familiar  with  Yellowstone  Nature  Notes  and  some  of 

the  early  trapper  history  of  the  region. 
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Clerk  Van  Cott  has  been  working  on  the  Place  Names  file  and  has  added  much 
material  on  the  cards  and  is  gradually  getting  the  file  simplified  so  that  all 
of  the  information  will  be  available  on  one  set  of  cards.

Photographic  and  other  visual  aids: 

Park  Naturalist  Brodrick  has  spent  about  five  days  in  developing,  printing, 
and  filing  of  negatives  and  photographs,  part  of  which  has  been  routine  and  part 
of  which  has  been  in  connection  with  requests  from  the  Director's  Office  for  a 
series  of  pictures  of  the  bison.   He  also  photographed  the  Governor's  plaque  which 
was  presented  to  Yellowstone  Park  as  a  reward  for  winning  the  Third  War  Loan  Drive 
for  the  State  of  Wyoming. 

The  total  number  of  visitors  to  the  Park  in  December  19^+3  was  152. 

PROPOSED  OUTLINE  OF  WORK  FOR  JANUARY  19144 

It  is  planned  that  the  Naturalist  Division  will  secure  both  movies  of  the 
bison  and  bison  reduction  program  which  is  going  to  be  carried  on  this  winter, 
and  still  pictures  as  well.   In  this  connection  we  will  also  secure  winter  shots 
of  other  game  animals  whenever  it  is  possible  to  do  so. 

We  expect  to  oarry  on  the  printing  of  several  hundred  Army  negatives  which  we 
have  received  about  two  years  ago  from  Mr.  Nusbaum,  Acting  Superintendent  of  Mesa 
Verde  National  Park,  We  also  have  a  program  of  enlarging  miorofilm  which,  if  car* 
ried  through,  will  involve  the  enlargement  of  about  2500  microfilm  frames  to  the 
size  of  about  8  x  10,  It  will  not  be  possible  to  secure  enough  print  paper  for 
all  of  this  but  we  do  have  some  paper  available  and  we  hope  to  carry  it  on  as  long 
as  the  paper  lasts.   There  will  be  a  continuation  of  negative  developing  and  print- 
ing to  take  care  of  the  requests  from  the  Regional  Office  and  the  Director's  Office, 

Park  Naturalist  Brodrick  will  do  some  work  on  the  sketching  of  park  animals. 
In  connection  with  the  business  of  the  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association, 
we  have  planned  some  interviews  with  Mr.  E.  A,  Moorman  and  Professor  Burlingame 
of  Montana  State  College  at  Bozeman, 

The  Park  Naturalist  will  carry  on  some  investigations  on  the  history  of  the 
larger  animals  in  the  Park  region.  Also  it  is  hoped  to  continue  the  Place  Name 
study  so  that  this  file  will  be  completed  so  far  as  possible  after  the  winter 
season  is  over.
